Vancouver, Jan. 0. — From Harrison 
river eastward the, entire Fraser river 
valley Is In the grip of a howling bliz- 
zard today, the weather being intense- 
ly cold and the wind of such force as 
to make walking almost impossible. 
Blizzard conditions were supreme when 
tho train left Agassiz, 53 miles east 
of Vancouver, late this morning. Pas- 
sengers who alighted at Agassiz had 
great difficulty In walking along the 
depot platform, so strong was the 
wind. It was bitterly cold at this point, 
eight below zero being reported, and 
the gale was laden with sharp particles 
of snow. 

At North Bend two rect of snow fell 
yesterday and last night, and this 
morning the temperature was 18 du- 
grees below zero. Yesterday the C. 
P.R, snowplow was operating between 
North Bend and Agassiz. At Revcl- 
stoke It is stated there is five feet of 
snow on the level, and alongside the 
railway tracks, where the light stuff 
has been thrown out by the snow- 
plows the piles are higher than tho 
sides of a railway coach. Ac Revel- 
stoke the mercury dropped to 23 be- 
low this morning. The C.P.Ii. express 
came in one hour late because of be- 
ing delayed near Clanwilliam through 
a broken rail. 

The intense frost Is reported to havo 
loosened some of the rocks in the roof 
of the Kanaka tunnel, and a sufficient 
number fell on the roof of tho dining 
car to put the lights out. At Laggun 
it is so cold that tho inhabitants grew 
dizzy peering down the mercury tube 
and quit trying to follow the silver 
streak. 

Montana Temperatures. 

Butte, Mont., Jan. 5. — Temperatures 
ranging from ten below zero to forty 
below prevailed generally throughout 
Montana from early morning today up 
to six o'clock this evening. Three miles 
below this city the thermometer re- 
gistered 32 below zero at 9 o'clock this 
morning, while In Butte it was IS be- 
low. At Armstead the temperature was 
four below, while higher In the moun- 
tains this figure may have been ex- 
ceeded. The lowest temperature in 
Helena was 22 below; at Flesher, in 
Lewis and Clark county, CO; Dillon 20. 
The temperatures show almost a per- 
pendicular drop of about GO degrees in 
the course of 24 hours. Stock will not 
suffer much unless the cold spell con- 
tinues. 

Overland train service on the Nor- 
thern Pacific and Great Northern is 
In bad condition as a result of the pre- 
vailing storms. Northern Pacific trains 
are many hours behind their schedules, 
the westbound North Coast Limited 
being reported 10 hours late. North- 
ern traffic is greatly Interfered with 
by the loss of the telegraph service. 
Cold in Oregon. 

Portland. Ore., Jan. 5. — Tho Pacific 
Northwest is in the grip of the worst 
cold spell that it has endured for 
years, and portions of the two states 
in which snow is a rarity are covered 
to a depth of several inches In a man- 
tle of white. The most remarkable de- 
gree of cold recorded in the past twen- 
ty-four hours is reported from Bell- 
Ingham, where the mercury last night 
dropped to nearly zero. The greatest 
flegreo of cold Is at Spokane, where the 
mercury stood at four degrees below . 
zero today. In northern Washington 
tho weather has been clear, with ab- | 
normally low temperatures in tho ( 
western part of the state. At Seattle 
It was IS above this morning and at 
Tacoma 21 above. At present Port- 



land is the worst sufferer from the 
storm. 

Zero at Bellingham. 

Belllngham, Wash., Jan. 5. — For the 
first time in eight years the mercury 
touched the zero mark last night, and 
remained thero for some hours. It Is 
clear and cold today. 

Storms in East. 

Washington, Jan. 5. — The barometer 
is low over the entire Atlantic coast 
region, and the principal snow Is. cen- 
tered off Hatteras. A storm which is 
centered in the Pacific coast region is 
causing general precipitation from tho 
Rocky Mountain region westward to 
tho coast. Very low temperatures are 
reported throughout tho northwest. 
The temperature will begin to moder- 
ate in tho northwest on Wednesday.

Pekin, Jan. 5. — Yuan Shai Kal, ac- 
companied by the members of bis 
family, left this afternoon on a special 
train for Wei Hal Wei, In Honan 
province. There were only a few rail- 
road officials nt the railroad station to 
see him oft'. Immediately after Ills 
dismissal, Yuan Shai Kal, fearing that 
tlie members of his family would bo 
seized, lied to Tien Tsln, taking his 
family with him. He reconsidered his 
flight, and in the light of certain re- 
assurances, decided to return to the 
capital. Tho fate of this dismissed 
statesman is still regarded as prob- 
lematical.

SUFFERING OF REFUGEES 



lany Shocks Felt Yesterday at 
Reggio — Broken Walls 
Collapse 



Rome, Jan. 5. — The report . mi 
Messina that typhoid has broken out 
there has filled tho authorities with 
alarm. It Is realized that unless pro- 
per sanitary precautions are taken at 
once, the disease may spread fur out- 
side the ruined district. 

King Victor Emmanuel received to- 
day Ambassador Griscom, who pre- 
sented him with tho steamer Bayern 
in tho name of tho American comroit- 
l.o. The Bayern is laden with pro- 
visions and medical supplies, and is 
ready to proceed to the Straits of 
Messina. The King was gnmtly pleas- 
ed, and said the American* were al- 
ways first. 

Thirteen thousand refugees havo ar- 
rived at Naples, of whom 0,000 are in- 
jured. They are receiving the best of 
care, but many have died of their in- 
juries and others havo gone mad. The 
United States gunboat Scorpion left 
Naples today carrying supplies, prin- 
cipally sterilized milk, for distribution 
at Messina under tho direction of the 
American consulate. 

The American vice-consul, Stuart 
Lupton, in answer to inquiries made by 
the state department at Washington, 
telegraphed from Messina that the 
house of the "Little Sisters of tho 
Poor" was destroyed. Several of the 
sisters were killed and many Injured. 

Tho lates news from Reggio shows 
that earthquakes occurred today, the 
shocks being about 20 minutes apart. 
Ono of the heavy shocks caused tho 
collapse of a number of broken walls, 
and added to the terror of the sur- 
vivors who aro remaining there. 

The prompt despatch of a part of 
the American battleships of the fleet 
commanded by Rear Admiral Sperry 
to offer nld in the earthquake relief 
work has added to the public fooling of 
appreciation and gratitude. Word lias 
come that Admiral Sperry has opened 
a fund for the sufferers, and that the 
men of the fleet are contributing gen- 
erously. 

Despatches received today from 
Messina and Reggio indicate that al- 
though the situation is in some res- 
pects better, fresh complications have 
arisen. Typhoid fever has broken out 
In Messina. The medical administra- 
tion, in conference with the govern- 
ment authorities, are considering the 
compulsory removal of all the living in 
the destroyed cities. The work of 
searching under the ruins has almost 
ceased. SIgnor Pava. the Italian min- 
ister of public instruction, received a 
telegram from Messina saying that the 
university there has been completely 
destroyed. 

Queen Helena has asked the authori- 
ties and people throughout Italy not 
to engage In the usual festivities next 
Friday. "I cannot possibly think of 
any kind of rejoicing," said the Queen, 
ir communicating her desire to the 
court chamberlain, "while the nation is 
suffering such terrible mourning." The 
Queen said that she intended to spend 
and In attending especially to relief 
and in atending especially to relief 
work among the children and women, 
which Is to a large extent under her 
supervision.

RIOTS IN INDIA 



Mohammedans and Hindus Fight Over 
Matters of Reliqion — Britain 
and the Sultan 



Calcutta. Jan. 5. — The religious riots 
between Mohammedans and Hindus 
have taken a more serious turn again, 
requiring the active intervention of 
troops. Today at Titaghur, the troops 
were compelled to fire upon the Hindu 
mob. 

The Hindus had resumed the attacks 
of two previous days on the mosque 
at Titaghur, because tho Mohamme- 
dans had sacrificed cows. The Hindus 
destroyed the sacred furniture In the 
mosque and partially demolished the 
walls. Inflamed Mohammedans gath- 
ered in defense of the mosque, and 
were surrounded by a military cordon, 
which formed a barrier between the 
Mohammedans and the Hindu rioters, 
who assaulted the military In an en- 
deavor to come to close quarters with 
the Mohammedans. The troops fired 
upon the zealots, killing and wounding 
several of them. Isolated combats be- 
tween Hindus and Mohammedans aro 
taking place throughout the disturbed 
district. Mohammedans from more 
remote quarters aro making their way 
to Titaghur to revenge the insult to 
their faith. 

Berlin, Jan. 5.— The British govern- 
ment, It is learned here, has readied 
an understanding with Turkey where- 
by tho Sultan, who is the head of the 
Mohammedans, shall use the Influence 
of tho India priesthood to support the 
British rule, in return for active Brit- 
ish diplomatic support In the Turkish 
controversies witii European powers. 
This agreement has already produced 
favorable discussion between Russia 
and Great Britain over tho proposed 
conference for revising the Berlin 
treaty. 

Tho Mohammedans of India number 
f.2.000,000, and their loyalty Is a power- 
ful element in dealing with disturb- 
ances. 

Fossil from Arizona. 

Paris, Jan. 5. — J. P. Morgan has 
presented to the natural history mu- 
soum of this city a fossilized tree 
trunk that has boon converted Into 
agate by the uctlon of water. Tho 
specimen was obtained at Ilollbrook, 
Arizona. 



Capital of Inland Empire Gets Ad- 
vantage of Class Rates on Can- 
adian Road 



Spokane, Wash., Jan. 5. — Tho Cana- 
dian Pacific and Spokane International 
railroad companies have issued a now 
Joint tariff, showing class rates between 
Spokano and points on the Canadian 
road in British Columbia, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. The now tariff will 
become effective February 25. At pres- 
ent business "oetween Spokane and 
points in those Canadian provinces Is 
handled by charging local rates. A. H. 
Sperry, assistant general freight agent 
of the Spokano International company, 
said: 

"This tariff will glvo Spokane ship- 
pers the same class rates to points in 
this territory as aro made for like mile- 
age between points on the Canadian Pa- 
cific in Canada. In arriving at the 
rates, we took the Canadian Pacific dis- 
tance rates and applied them in the 
compilation of the new tariff." 



Transport Well Loaded 

San Francisco, Jan. 5. — The army 
transport Thomas sailed for Honolulu 
and Manila carrying the largest num- 
ber of army olllcers transported across 
the Pacific since the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. Col. Walter S. Schuyler, 
with 501 men of the fifth cavalry, will 
leave the Thomas at Honolulu to take, 
station at the army post at Hono- 
lulu. The freighter Virginia, which 
also started today, will transport to 
Honolulu 58(i horses for use of the 
fifth cavalry.

Rumors of Drastic Measures 
in Regard to Secret Ser- 
vice Reference 



Washington, Jan. 5. — Drastic meas- 
ures were considered today by tho 
Perkins special committee of the 
House, appointed to recommend action 
In defense of that body in reply to 
the criticism made by tho president 
in his annual message in reference to 
secret service legislation. 

After the meeting one rumor said 
the corpmlttee would recommend that 
the portion of tho message referring 
to the secret service be expunged from 
the record. Another report was that 
his recent message in reply to tho 
request for more information on tho 
subject would be roturned'to the chief 
executive. Neither report could 'be 
confirmed. 

A report will be agreed on by tho 
committee tomorrmv, and it is thought 
that tho house will be called upon to 
take action on Thursday. Friends of 
the president will resist any drastic 
action that may bo recommended. On 
the other hand, reports say that Taw- 
ney, Smith, Shirley and Fitzgerald are 
preparing to defend themselves 
against the reference to them in the 
message.

The total 
loss will amount to about $100,000 
partially covered by Insurance.

Tenerlffe, Canary Islands, Jan. 5. —

damage, was dono. 



Financed by a well known New 
York multi-millionaire and English 
capitalists, a company Is being formed 
with a very large capitalization, prob- 
ably from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000 to 
take over the 27,000 acres of coal lands 
on Graham island acquired from tho 
local syndicate by the firms of Track- 
soll & Butler and Gray, Hamilton, 
Donald and Johnson, of this city, who 
with some other strong eastern men 
interested the capitalists who havo 
given such a liberal amount of back- 
ing to the big corporation formed for 
the immediate and extensive develop- 
ment of the big coal property. Work 
will be commenced at once. An ap- 
plication Is now before the legislature- 
for a charter for a line of railway be- 
tween Skldegate and Renncl sound to 
open up the mining district, and it Is 
expected that before the city of Prince 
Rupert has become anything like tho 
large customer the new northern city 
will be, the bunkers of this corpor- 
ation will bo built and its own colliers 
will bo calling there. Probably a fleet 
of colliers will be required. Tho local 
company, which has held the coal pro- 
perty since 1885 when a company was 
formed, including William Wilson, C. 
H. Todd, Capt. John Irving, Robert 
Tennant, Major Nicholls, T. T. Gore, 
Dr. G. L. Milne, W. A. Robertson and 
others, received a large payment, the 
second ono to bo made, a few days ago, 
and in all will receive a sum in the 
five figures for the property. 

The Discovery 

Tho big coal deposit which is to bo 
developed on such a large scale greatly 
augmenting the mining industry of tho 
province of British Columbia, was dis- 
covered In 1885 when W. A. Robert- 
son of this city, while making an ex- 
ploration on behalf of tho provincial 
government in connection with the tim- 
ber resources, ascended tho Yakoun 
river to the lake at its head, and cross- 
ed the island to the harbor of Sklde- 
gate at tho mouth of tho Honna river, 
finding tho coal while on this trip. Ho 
was examining some small streams to 
the east of the Yakoun river when he 
observed pieces of bituminous coal of 
excellent quality, and on tracing these 
upward to their source, ho discovered 
a large seam, which was afterwards 
opened up by a company formed in 
Victoria. It was known as the "Wil- 
son seam." Further exploration show- 
ed drift coal to the east branch of tho 
Yakoun river which flows Into tho main 
stream a short distance below its exit 
from the north end of the lake. When 
these pieces were traced another large 
and valuable coal deposit was found 
about three miles east of Yakoun lake 
and somo eight miles from whero tho 
Honna river debouches on tho sea at 
Skldegate. This outcrop was named 
after the discoverer, being called the 
"Robertson seam." It was opened up 
for a short distance, under the direc- 
tion of several mining engineers who 
visited the locality at different times 
In tho interest of tho owners. 

After Mr. Robertson returned from 
his trip and told of his coal find ho 
had no difficulty in interesting a num- 
ber of Victorians in the. enterprise, 
and after some experiments had de- 
monstrated the richness of the bitu- 
minous coal about 25,000 acres was 
secured by tho local syndicate from 
tho government in fee simple. Queen 
Charlotte islands was then regarded 
as a place remote— in fact until the 
mining boom was started on tho east 
coast two years ago, communication 
was very irregular. The northern Is- 
lands being regarded as almost outside 
tho boundaries of civilization at tho 
time the syndicate was formed and the 
coal lands acquired, this militated 
against tho development of tho field. 
With the object of proving the pro- 
perty, however, the local syndicate 
sent experts to Graham Island, and 
under their direction, several shafts 
were sunk and tunnels made into tho 
coal. It was not until after the visit 
of Dr. R. W. Ells, of the Dominion 
geological survey, who waa sent In 
1905 to Graham island by tho Domin- 
ion government, when ho expressed tho 
opinion that a largo body of coal un- 
doubtedly existed in tho track held by 
the Victorians that very keen Intorest 
was displayed by outsiders. 

Field Investigated 

During the last couple of yearn a 
close Investigation has boon made of 
the property by Independent parties of 
experts. The fact that 25,000 acres of 
coal and timber lands required a good 
deal of capital to purchaso and develop 
it, doubtless prevented any hasty action 
on the part of would-be investors. One 
or two local men, however, had very 
strong faith in the possibilities of tho 
northern coal field, and Messrs. P. D. 
Hillls, E. M. Tracksell, L. L. Butler 
and Z. M. Hamilton, all residents of 
this city, took tho matter under con- 
sideration, and considered ways and 
means of acquiring and developing tho 
property. A careful examination was 
made and it was proven by tho experts 
sent north that the field was a very 
rich one. Then arrangements woro 
made to interest capital. Tho Now 
York millionaire was the first to bo 
interested. Other capitalists were 
also interested, and now all tho finan- 
cial assistanco required for tho devel- 
opment on an immenso scale of tho 
property taken over from tho local 
syndicato is forthcoming.

port. Mr. Hodgson regards the coal 
fiolds of Graham Island as among the 
bust eoal deposits of tho world, cer- 
tainly the bust on the Pacific const 
The region in which the coal exists 
Is almost entirely uniform In forma- 
tion, and although there are evidences 
o£ volcanic action at the seashore near 
Skidegate it Is obvious that little or 
no disturbance has been caused In the 
dinM'ict in which the coal Is found by 
volcanic action. The "quality of the 
bituminous coal has been shown to 
be cC a high grade and has an equal 
amount of fixed carbon to the best coal 
In use on the Pacific coast. The quan- 
tity appears almost inexhaustible. In 
sumo places some line samples of an- 
thracite coal have been secured which 
has shown an analysis to equal the 
famous Cardiff coal. 

To Commence Operations.

Ronnell sound on the west coast of 
Graham island, the work of grading 
and preparing for the laying of the 
track will be begun. The outcome of 
the development is not easy to esti- 
mate, but that It will mean a great 
deal for the Queen Charlotte Islands 
and for the province of British Colum- 
bia is evident. Steamers will be neces- 
sary to carry the coal, and when the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railroad is com- 
plete to Prince Rupert it is expected 
that not only will a large market be 
opened there, and a supply for bunker- 
ing the steamers that call there, be 
needed but the country opened to 
settlement In the northern country will 
also offer a big market. Added to the 
neurby market the demand from the 
overseas points. San Francisco and 
elsewhere, will find employment for a 
large tleet of coal ships. 

The organizers who interested the 
great financiers and capitalists in the 
development of the coal lands have not 
disposed of their holdings and Messrs. 
Tracksfll, Butler and Hamilton, who 
were tire active promoters as well as 
their respective firms, retain their In- 
terests in the big company formed for 
development. 

The Yakoun river, which is the larg- 
est on Graham island, connecting 
Yakoun lake at the southwest with the 
lo :,, I of Masset Inlet, could hi: made 
navigable in the opinion of Or. II. W. 
1311s. If it was considered desirable to 
place shallow draft steamers In ser- 
vice to carry coal from the coal fields 
|.> the sea at Masset. One notable 
fact regarding the eoal deposits of 
Graham island is that in the opinion 
of the experts, the Island Is much older 
than the remainder of British Colum- 
bia, hence the eoal deposits will exccll 
these' of other sections. 

Early Workings. 

The first eoal mining enterprise in 
which Victorians engaged on Graham 
Island was when the Queen Charlotte 
Mining company of this city, formed 
in 18«5, winked on Skidegate arm, 
near Anchor Cove. These workings 
have since been abandoned, and the 
tunnels have fallen in. In the area 
between Skidegate shore and Yakoun 
lake coal has been found In at least 
three piaees and there are numerous 
Indications id' further places. So that 
Kome of the outcrops might be definite- 
ly located the government blocked 
out some years ago a considerable ex- 
lent of the country in townships and 
lots, including the area in which the 
coal lands taken over by the big com- 
pany just formed are located. The 
Wilson seam is shown on the govern- 
ment map on lot 36, township !>, and 
the Robertson camp on lot 20, town- 
ship r ,; while the outcrop of anthra- 
cite is seen nil lot 17 of township ",, 
being on the strike of tin Robertson 
Beam, although the connection has not 
been traced across the intervening 
country. The area in which these out- 
crops are located is rugged and hilly, 
covered with a heavy forest growth 
and intersected by several small 
streams (lowing northward into the 
cast branch of the Yakoun. 

The building of a railway from 
Skidegate to Ronnell sound, is also be- 
ing considered. At the present time 
the onlv means of access to the mining 
camps which before long promise to 
be the centre of considerable popula- 
tion is be means of a trail up the 
Honna river. Tho trails follows the 
river closely for aoout four miles, to 
what is known us the 4-milo camp at 
the crossing of the west branch of the 
river. The rise in this distance is 220 
feet, and, as can bo imagined, the river 
is quite a rapid stream with such a 
rapid fall. The trail risen thence and 
passes along the east flank of a rolling 
country, till. In two miles, at the G-miln 
camp the elevation Is 000 feet. Thence 
the trail winds around the eastern 
Hank of the hills rising to 1,100 feet 
about throe-quarters of a mile from 
the Robertson camp, falling to 1)50 
feet, which is the height of tho camp 
ubove sea level. 



Island about 23. years ago when I was 
doing some exploratory work for tiie 
provincial government on tho island. 
Wo went ^r^S^jy the old Barbara 
Boscowltz and landed at Port Simpson, 
from where Mr. Childs and myself — he 
is dead now — went across on a sloop 
and landed at Massett. We went up 
the Yakoun river with an Indian canoe. 
They said we couldn't get up, owing to 
jams of drift, but we did. When going 
across toward Skidegate, I found some 
coal and being an old coal prospector, 



With the rapid growth of the city 
and the increase In Us material pros- 
perity shown during the year 11)08 
came also an Increase in the work of 
the local polices force and a relative 
growth In the activity of tho law 
breaker. The report of police work 
for the year Just ended has been com- 
piled by Jailer W. P. Allen, to whom 
falls tho arduous work of making up 
the statistics of what might be termed 
the seamy side of tho life of Victoria. 
These figures have now been compiled. 

During tile year a total of 11)03 in- 
dividuals required tho attention of the 
police, compared with a total for the 
previous year of 1.211. Of these, 1,880 
were whites, 28 Chinese and 65 Indians. 
Under the head of "white" are bunched 
all nationalities other than Chinese 
and Indians. 

An examination of the figures re- 
veals the fact that while there has 
been some increase In the number of 
serious crimes committed, this Increase 
has not been exceptional. By far the 
greater part of the Increase last year 
is made up of minor offences. One 
thing is clearly .shown by these figures. 
The Increase made in (be number of 
patrolmen tit the request or Chief of 
Police Langley was fully warranted, 
the growth In population necessitating 
an increase in (lie number of police. 

During the twelve months a total of 
1,052 convictions were secured, while 
1(12 persons charged were allowed to 
go free and 13 were committed for 
trial; twenty persons of unsound mind 
wor scut to the Now Westminster 
asylum and 71C put in for safe keeping, 
including those; who appealed for shel- 
ter owing to their inability to secure 
lodgings for themselves. 

For the past four days Jailor Allen 
has boon hard at work compiling the 
year's figures, and as usual, he Is the 
first civic official called upon to sub- 
mit a report to have his annual figures 
ready at this curly date. The following 
table shows the disposition made of 
the various cases:

Although tho afternoon way cold the 
large silting room and tho corridor 
were 111 led with guesta and Mrs. 
Rhodes and Mrs. Hasell were the hap- 
piest of hostesses. Among those pre- 
sent were: Bishop Perrln, Premier 
and Mrs. McBrlde, H. D. Helmcken 
and Mrs. Helmcken, Rev. J. H. S. Sweet 
Rev. T. E. Holllng Mr. Fred Davey, 
Dr. Hasell, and Dr. Wallace of the 
hospital, Hospital directors Messrs. 
Alex Wilson, A. E. Lewis, J. W. Bol- 
don, P. D. Forinan and secretary 
Elwortny, Mesdames. Pemberton, 
Jenkins, Gnodaere, Watson, Reid, 
Johnson, Allen, Janlon, Gonnason, IT. 
Currle, Wheatley, Collis, MeTaviah, 
Miss Lovell, and Messrs Flumer- 
felt, MeTavlsh, Sidney Powell, Cap- 
tain Barclay, Miss Marion Fell, Miss 
Hlscocks and other members of the 
Daughters of Pity served refreshments 
and a number of nurses from St.

The building Is a beautiful 
suitable one and visitors yes 
could fully appreciate! Its warmth and 
comfort. All over the building were 
bouquets of beatiful (lowers which had 
been sent by the florists of the city, 
to the nurses, as a mark of uppre- 
clat ion. 

The large sitting room with its west- 
ern outlook, is comfortably furnish- 
ed. Many of tho pictures and orna- 
ments were contributed by former 
patients of the hospital who were 
sensible of the kindness witli which 
they had been treated by the nurses. 
The head nurse has a pretty private 
parlor, and upstairs there is a library 
where correspondence or study can bo 
engaged in. The rest of the building 
is taken up with sleeping rooms, and 
corridors, but the ingenuity of tho 
architect and the taste of the oc- 
cupants have combined to give each 
room a character of individuality as 
far us as possible removed from the 
ordinary dormitory of an Institution. 

The bath rooms and lavatories are 
in tlie rear of tho building and the 
sanitary arrangements are said .to bo 
excellent. The nurses of the Jubilee 
Hospital are fortunate in having so 
comfortable a place In which to spend 
their leisure hours. The fine views

due and the architect Mr. J. C. Keith 
and the builders the Messrs Purlin, 
came in for their share of praise. 

Olllclal Invitations were forwarded 
to the following ladles aid gentlemen: 
His Honor the Lieut. -Governor, the 
Premier tho Hon. Richard McBrlde, 
and the other members of the Execu- 
tive Council, his Worship tho Mayor 
and the other members of the City 
Council, tho Reverend Mother Super- 
ior and the Sisters of St. Ann in 
charge of St. Joseph's Hospital. 

Expressions of regret for inability 
to be present were received from his 
Hon. the Lieut. -Governor, owing to 
his unavoidable absence at this time 
from the city, from his Worship 
the Mnyor, who at the lust moment, 
telephoned that another important 
business engagement which absolutely 
precluded his attendance had arisen, 
and from the Mother Superior and 
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opening began at 4 o'clock. 

"I have much pleasure in asking 
tlie Hon. Mr. McBrlde to declare 
this building open said Mr. Alex 
Wilson of tho Board of management.. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde: "Mr. Wilson, 
ladles and gentlemen. Not very 
many weeks ago I was given tho rare 
distinction by the management of St. 
Joseph's Hospital, of presiding at the 
opening ceremony In celebrating tho 
reconstruction of that very deserv- 
ing Institution, and may I say. that 
my coming here today in connection 
with the opening of tlie Nurses' Homo 
of the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hos- 
pital, seems to me to be the comple- 
tion as it were, of a most happy as 
well as most gratifying experience, so 
far as I am personally concerned, 
inasmuch as it brings me very 
closely in touch with these two most 
deserving institutions, as well as the 
women- the very good women— who 
are so self-sacrificing and so pains- 
taking in making both of them the 
very usoful and splendid conven- 
iences, which both of them are to the 
city of Victoria and the Province of 
British Columbia. (Applause.) And 
now lest I forget it, permit me, at 
tills stage to express on behalf of his 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor, of tho 
Provincial-Secretary and of the Mayor 
of Victoria, the very deep regret that 
they all feel on account of their in- 
ability to be here today. (Hear, Hear) 
Government Support. 
"With respect to this beautiful homo 
which has been so thoughtfully pro- 
vided for the Nurses, I believe, that 
the management has been so kind as 
to sav. that the principal reason for 
Its existence is due to some support 
Which has been given to the institu- 
tion by the local Government and 
through which alono has It been pos- 
sible lo construct and to furnish this 
commodious building. (Hear, Hear) 

"Let me at once acknowledge on 
the "part of the administration, our 
very hearty appreciation of the kind 
way in which you have received from 
the Treasury of the Province this de- 
nation, as well as of the very splendid 
fashion In which every dollar of this 
money has been carefully expended, 
(Hear, Hear). And let me hope that 
In the very near future we will be able 
to gather together to witness tho 
opening ceremonies of the last and 
perhaps one of the most useful parts 
of tlie entire Institution. (Hear, Hear.) 

"I am impelled to make these ob- 
servations because some of the ladies 
have spoken to me about it. and I 
presume that in duo course of time, 
the Government across James Hay will 
hear something more about this im- 
portant proposition. (Hear, Hear, 
some laughter). 1 am not going to 
make any promises, as I am not given 
to that kind of thing, but I may 
simply say while I am upon this sub- 
ject that when these ladles approach 
us, we will try to deal fairly and 
generously with them In promoting tho 
object which they have In view; as 
wo at once recognise the great good 
to the community at large which will 
bo accomplished by this institution 
and the great work which is carried 
on within Its walls. 

"I am reminded by some very good 
women who aro responsible for a por- 
tion of tho management of this hospi- 
tal, that while the Institution, as a 
whole, Is now about completed, there 
IIWT1I IAMUPV THE 3ICT remains to ho added a maternity ward. 
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Ished and now I believe it is on tho 
cards to make some tangible attempt 
to provide a properly equipped ma- 
ternity ward, when the institution will 
be entirely complete. And In passing, 
if I might digress for a moment, I 
would ask on behalf of the board of 
management and particularly of tho 
good women who have worked so hard, 
in order that this building should be 
furnished, that the attention of the 
public generally should be given, in 
some small measure at all events, to 
the urgency that really exists at tho 
present time, for tho construction of 
this particular ward. (Hear, hear and 
applause). 

"For many kindnesses and atten- 
tions, which from time to time are 
given in connection with the work of 



purpose could bo constructed tOt 
$20,000. (Hear, hear). While It would 
bo a most useful provision, not only 
for residents of this city, but also of 
tho surrounding districts, and Indeed, 
as a matter of fact, for tho province, 
as a whole; for as matters stand, we 
have patients coming to us from all 
parts of the province, and somo oven 
from eastern provinces, a fact which 
speaks well for all who aro in charge 
of this institution, as well as for the 
medical men of our city. (Hear, hear 
and applause). 

' "It also speaks well for our govern 
ment that they have not only dealt 
liberally with us in tlie past, but intend 
to continue that noble liberality. (Hear, 
hear and applause), I have indeed 
much pleasure, and particularly so In 
the present circumstances, of moving 
a voto of thanks to the hon. tho pre- 
mier." (Applause.) 

Mr. II. DallaB Helmcken, ICC, in 
seconding the motion, regretted tlie 
absence of the president, but adding 
that if other citizens followed tho ex- 
ample which had been set by tlie 
president's mother, Mrs. J. D. Pember- 
ton, who was present, tlie early con- 
struction of tho maternity ward would 
bo assured. (Hour, hear.) 

The board of directors appreciated 
to the full the gpod work which had 
been done by the government in aid 
of the hospital, and had no doubt that 
tills would bo continued. (Hear, hear.) 
Many gratifying apoplntments had 
been already won by nurses, who had 
been trained for tho performance of 
their responsible duties in this insti- 
tution, ahd as regarded their worthy 
premier, himself a native son, he well 
knew that the lion, gentleman always 
had at heart, not merely tho good of 
the province, but also tho welfare of 
this most noble institution. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Capt. Barclay, of Westholme, as an 
old patient, returned thanks on behalf 
of the matron and nurses for the many 
kind things which had been spoken by 
the premier and others. He spoke 
upon this subject with knowledge and 
appreciation, as his eldest daughter 
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hospitals, we aro unitr deep obliga- 
tions to the doctors,' but still I think 
wo must all admit that a very great 
deal depends upon the care and watch- 
fulness of the professional nurse. 
(Hear, hear). And speaking with es- 
pecial reference to the profession in 
Victoria, I am advised by the medical 
men of tho city, that the trained nurses 
of this city easily take the very first 
and tlie very highest rank. (Hear, hear 
and applause). These ladles have re- 
ceived their education here, and hero 
they begin their arduous work, and so 
soon as they are prepared for gradu- 
ation, it would appear, that they find 
absolutely no difficulty whatever in 
securing work in their chosen and 
responsible profession, either right at 
home hero In the city, or elsewhere, 
(hear, hear and applause), which 
speaks volumes for the splendid edu- 
cation which they receive in tills most 
efficient Institution, and for the won- 
derful way in which this noble pro- 
fession hns developed. And we must 
feel, I am most happy to say, that wo 
are not one whit behind our fellow 
Canadians, or any of the other coun- 
tries of the world, in our appreciation 
of the virtues of these splendid wo- 
men, and of tire excellent work which 
they have been carrying on, and which 
they are still carrying on here in our 
midst. (Hear, hear and applause). 
Entitled to Recognition. 

"It seems to me that when we are 
oleic and receiving their kind atten- 
tions, we appreciate them, but when 
we leave these useful institutions we 
are all too ready to forget the. magni- 
tude of our indebtednes to them, for 
Indeed there is no profession. Which 
is so deserving, or which entails so 
much heroism and so much self-sacri- 
fice as the noble profession of the 
trained and capable nurse. (Hear, hear 
and applause). 

"I have now much pleasure in de- 
claring this building open, and let me 
express the fervent hope that it will 
serve for many and many years to 
come as the homo, and the very com- 
fortable home for these most deserving 
women, the trained nurses, who are 
connected with this prominent and 
most useful Institution, and may they 
pass many and most delightfully plea- 
sant hours within Its walls. (Hear, 
hear and applause). And now, ladles 
and gentlemen, I declare the building 
open for the purposes for which It has 
been so happily designed and so bene- 
ficially constructed. (Applause). 
Voto of Thanks. 

Mr. Ales. Wilson: "In moving a 
vole of thanks to the hon. the premier 
for his kindness in being present with 
us today. I feel that I can safely say 
that everybody here has been plensod 
with his remarks, and in particular 
with hi:: Intimation that when these 
never tiring ladies approach him for 
something further In the way of aid, 
they will not bo rebuffed. (Hear, hear). 
Now, the provincial government was 
kind enough to grant us during the 
past year the sum ot $15,000, whilst 
tills building, as It stands, and com- 
pletely furnished, has cost something 
like $22,000, and had it not been for 
the very generous vote of tho provin- 
cial government, wo could not have 
provided tho hospital with tills valu- 
able addition to its resources, (hear, 
hear and applause), and not only so, 
but I can also corroborate what the 
lion, tho premier has just said, thut 
whenever wo have approached the 
government for llnancinl assistance, 
they have always dealt liberally with 
us. (Applause). He has spoken of 
tho need that now exists for a mator- 
nfty ward, and on behalf of the ladles 
who are interested in tills matter, I 
may say that as they have now on 
hand some $1,000, for this purpose, I 
suppose that they would by no means 
object to say a grant of $15,000 more. 
(Hear, hour). For I believe that a 
very nice and snug building for that 



had in various parts of the world fol- 
lowed tho difficult avocation of a 
nurse. (Hear, hear.) Ho could as- 
sure all who entered this hospital tha^ 
they would assuredly be treated, not 
only with kindness, but also with 
marvellous consideration; while the 
bright und pleasant faces of tho will- 
ing nurses was always In Itself a hap- 
piness and a consolation. (Hear, hear 
and applause.) 

Mr. Flumerfelt's Remarks 

Mr. A. C. Flumcrfclv., a former di- 
rector, said that they could not re- 
frain from being gratified with tho 
steady and marked growth of this in- 
stitution, which could compare, and 
most favorably, with any other hos- 
pital upon tho continent of America. 
(Applause.) But while they could not 
fall to be grateful for provincial and 
civic assistance, at the same time It 
seemed to him that it was a pity to 
depend so much upon the government 
and the city for financial support, as 
this shifting of these burdens and of 
these responsibilities meant a distinct 
loss in their own Jives. (Hear, hear.) 
He fully endorsed the tributes which 
had been paid to tlie splendid work of 
tho nurses who had graduated and 
who were preparing to graduate from 
this most excellent training school. 
(Hear, hear.) These women had suc- 
cessfully taken many prominent posi- 
tions and the demand for their ser- 
vices was so great that it was some- 
times a matter of dltllculty to keep 
tho staff complete. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
very deeply regretted tho circuni- 
Btauco that ho had been obliged to 
withdraw from the board, and aH soon 
as a vacancy, which ho could fill, oc- 
curred In that body he would be very 
glad to accept it were It offered him, 
as it was now again in his power to 
give of his time to these duties. (Hear, 
hear and applause.) He most heartily 
congratulated the management upon 
the completion of this splendid home 
for the nursing staff. (Applause.) The 
motion was carried amid applause, 
and the orchestra played the air of 
"For He's a Jolly Good Fellow." 
Bishop Perrin 

Bishop Perrln observed that while 
others might speak from a prejudiced 
point of view, he occupied tho extra- 
ordinary position that unlike tho others 
who had spoken lie could In no possl- 
blo circumstances become an olllcer 
of the institution; a. great privilege 
which ho shared in this provlnco with 
tlie Indian and with the Chinese. For 
he was not allowed to take any spe- 
cial interest either in matters relat- 
ing to education or lo hospitals. Al- 
though, as far as his advices wont, 
tho premier was in no way responsible 
for tho passage of an act which de- 
clared that no clergyman, nor China- 
man nor Indian could become a di- 
rector of an hospital or be elected a 
member of a school board. He had, 
however, in past years had considerable 
experience in hospital work In tlie 
old country, where such narrow-mind- 
ed prejudices did not exist. They had 
enjoyed an Immense advantage from 
tho help which was given by tho la- 
dles, to whom lie felt like offering a 
distinct and definite thanksgiving for 
tho work which the women had ac- 
complished, although he crossed 
swords unequivocally with Mr. Flum- 
crfelt on one point. For he consid- 
ered, and ho had made this statement 
on many occasions, that it was only a 
proper and right tiling for the gov- 
ernment and the city to aid in tho 
equipment of this hospital, as every 
person In this city ought to bo taxed 
for tho provision of everything that 
was required to carry on this great and 
Imperative work. (Applause.) It had 
happened again and again that abso- 
lutely necessury work was not bolng 
dono for lack of means, but nothing of 
this kind would occur If tho fur/ls 
wero provided through the taxation of 
tho people. And excellent aa this in- 
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stltutlon was at the present time, there 
still remained something that ought 
to ho done, und which ought certainly 
to he done by tho whole city of Vic- 
toria. (Hear, hear.) But as regarded 
its adornment and the making of the 
place beautiful aa well a3 strong in its 
appointments this in his opinion was 
essentially the work of gentlemen like 
Mr. Fluniorfelt and of those who wero 
always willing to .subscribe towards 
such achievements. (Hear, hear.) 
And particularly as lie was present 
non-Offlclally and as ho could nut pos- 
sibly have any share In the manage- 
ment of tho Institution, he felt that 
their most, grateful thanks were due 
to all concerned In the erection of tills 
beautiful building. (Applause.) Ho 
proposed a vote of thanks to tho la- 
dles for their share in this great work. 
Congratulates Ladies 

Mr. Fred Davie, M.P.P., in seconding 
this motion, warmly congratulated the 
members of tho Ladles' auxiliary and 
tho management upon the erection of 
tho Nurses' home, which was so ad- 
mirably suited for Its purposes. (Hear, 
hear.) He not only was confident that 
it would be of great value In Itself, but 
trusted that at an early date tho ma- 
ternity ward would become an accom- 
plished fact. (Applause.) 

The motion, which applies to the 
members of tho Women's auxiliary, the 
Daughters of Pity and tho King's 
Daughters, was carried amid applause. 

Mr. E. A. Lewis, tho vice-president 



moved a hearty vote of thanks to tho 
members of tlie medical profession in 
this city for the valuable services 
which they had rendered, observing 
that tho success of tho institution de- 
pended not only upon the nurses hut 
also upon the physicians,, who, In 1: is 
eleven years experience, had always 
worked harmoniously together In ad- 
vancing the Interests and promoting 
tho welfare of this hospital. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. J. W. Bolden, one of the direc- 
tors, 111 seconding the motion, stated 
that ho had never yet heard of a sln- 
glo complaint being made by any phy- 
sician In regard to any action, which 
had been taken by tho board, show- 
ing that they had been granted every 
reasonable facility by the directors for 
the performance of their duties. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken, in return- 
ing thanks on the part of the matron 
und start for tho compliments paid 
them, called attention to the ball, 
which will be given in the. Empress 
hotel tomorrow evening In aid of thla 
hospital. Only CI tickets remained un- 
sold and If every one present, Includ- 
ing liis Lordship, tho Bishop, pur- 
chased a ticket, cvory ticket would 
havo boon taken. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
hoped to sco thorn all in attondance 
upon this pleasant festivity, which had 
so usoful an object in view. 
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AN OBJECT LESSON.

There is a question for them 
to consider. It may be stated as 
follows: 

Is Victoria to go on as she lias been 
going, or is some effort to be made 
to realize her advantages, as Los 
Angeles realized her advantages. 

Victoria has more to work on than 
the Californian city. 

Victoria possibly cannot hope to 
have as rapid a growth as Los Angeles 
has had, but we do not commit our- 
selves to any such opinion. 

The time has come for action, and 
ivo hope it will not be long before 
something is done. 

Will our fellow-citizens, who occupy 
representative positions, be good 
enough to think about this matter? 



GRAHAM ISLAND. 

We have a very interesting ac- 
count this morning or the proposed 
Jevelopment of Graham Island. 
5Vo congratulate the owners of the 
property upon having found a 
purchaser. They have belt! on to 
it for a long time, but it was 
jno of those things which could only 
3C- Moated at the psychological moment. 
The development of Graham Island is 
a matter of prime importance. 

Wo direct the attention of the bus- 
iness men of Victoria to what seems 
to be their duty in this connection. 
Graham Island is nearer Prince Rupert 
Lhan any of the southern cities of the 
province, and it is well known that 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
company expects the business of the 
island to be handled from that point. 
Victoria and Vancouver are both 
handicapped by distance, in compet- 
ition with the northern terminal; but 
Victoria can overcome this to a cer- 
tain extent, if the construction of a 
railway to the northern end of Van- 
couver Island Is secured. In times 
past the Colonist has urged such a 
railway with all the earnestness at 
its command, but it regrets to say 
that there has not been what could 
be called a very cordial response from 
the people of this city. We have a 
fashion in this good town of wait- 
ing for Hercules to come and help 
US without putting our own shoulders 
to the wheel. Now is it not time that 
wc made up our minds as to what 
wc want and set to work to get it'.' 
Of course some one will at once ask: 
How'.' We have not the answer ready; 
hut if we get together and talk thing's 
over, not in a public meeting for the 
purpose of passing a resolution, but 



for 



formal talk, some one might hit upon 
a plan that could be carried out suc- 
cessfully. We need a railway to the 
northern end of this Island, if we are 
to hold our own In competition for 
the growing trade of the North. Now 
what arc we going to do about it'.' 
Hero Is a suggestion which is given 
for what it is worth. 

Let the Mayor ask the Board of 
Trade to nominate a committee to 
meet him and such citizens as he may 
invite to discuss the question. Let 
the representatives of the city ;>iso 
he Invited. It might he well to In- 
vite the representatives of the other 
Island constituencies. Then let us 
take the matter up as if we meant to 
accomplish an object. Let us 
nut start in a half-hearted way, as 
though we were afraid that wc may 
compel or induce some, one to do 
something. Time find again, when 
something of advantage has been pro- 
posed, somebody has arisen to re- 
mark that we had better -go slow for 
fear that wo may embarrass some- 
body whom we have elected to look 
after our business. But we elected 
such people In order to have someone 
whom we could embarrass with hard 
propositions. Any man can sit down 
and do nothing. Wo have a right to 
expect of our representatives that they 
will do something or give us a good 
reason for not doing It. Now we 
dp not mean that it is necessary to 
pay money out of the public treasury 
to get a railway to the north end 
of the Island. Perhaps it may be, 
and perhaps it may not be; but we 
can never know what is needed until 
we try. The other day, Mr. Hays, 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific, In the 
course of an interview printed in 
"Canada" was asked, as to the rumors 
which are constantly appearing In 
the British Columbia papers In refer- 
ence to the building of a branch line 
running down to Victoria from Prince 
Rupert, which would neceHsltuto the 
bridging of the Narrows." M>> Hays 



replied: "As to the probabilities of a 
branch lino down to Victoria from 
Prince Rupert, connection of some 
kind with Victoria will probably be 
one of the developments of the future, 
probably our communication .with that 
place from Prince Rupert will be by 
steamer. service at the outset." This 
Is very interesting, especially as it 
appears in a paper which is under- 
stood to have very close relations 
with the Grand Trunk Railway com- 
pany. It is true that Mr. Hays did 
not say very much, but those, who a 
few years ago endeavored to get the 
heads of the new transcontinental 
railway to say anything at all so far 
as Vancouver Island or any part of 
it wero concerned, will appreciate that 
a change is coming over the spirit of 
the dreams of those gentlemen. The 
simple truth is that they are begin- 
ning to understand the situation, and 
thoy realize something about what 
must be done to turn the opportunities 
of coast business to the best advan- 
tage. The Grand Trunk Pacific wants 
to come south;, the Canadian Pacific 
wants to go north; the roads that are 
shaping themselves so as to reach 
Port Angeles, and Victoria by means 
of a car-ferry, will also want to go 
north. Wo do not know just what 
the Canadian Northern is going to 
want in this connection; but we may 
make up our minds that it will want 
a share of what is soing. Surely 
here are the materials for an Island 
Railway policy. Are the people of 
Victoria smart enough to turn them 
to advantage? Let us get ourselves 
out of our condition of lethargy and see 
what can be accomplished by intel- 
ligent effort. Back in the Eastern 
provinces, when people want a line of 
railway they set to work and get it. 
Thoy hammer away at it, no matter 
what disappointments they encounter. 
Wo pass resolutions and wait. Let us 
get a move on ourselves. 



A GENERAL SETTLEMENT. 

The announcement is made that Am- 
bassador Bryce has come to an under- 
standing with the United States gov- 
ernment for the settlement of oil out- 
standing matters in which that country 
and Canada are interested. These mat- 
ters include the Atlantic fisheries, the 
international waterways and any fin- 
ancial claims which individuals of the 
one country may have against the gov- 
ernment Of the other. It is understood 
that there are no claims made by 
United States citizens against the 
government of Canada; but there are 
two Canadian claims, which the courts 
of the United States have recognized, 
but for the payment of which Congress 
has refused to make an appropriation, 
although they have been outstanding 
for a long time. It is proposed that the 
questions involved in the fisheries and 
the waterways, which arise under the 
treaty of 1S18, shall be determined by 
the Hague Tribunal, which Is to bo 
asked to interpret thu treaty. A draft 
treaty has already been prepared pro- 
viding for the submission of the case 
to that tribunal, and it has been ap- 
proved by the Canadian Parliament, 
but as yet It is unratified by the Unit- 
ed States Senate, although the ratlllca- 
lon is expected to be forthcoming at 
the present session of Congress. A re- 
cent London despatch says; 

News of a preliminary agreement on 
all outstanding questions between the 
United States and Britain was receiv- 
ed here with satisfaction tempered with 
doubt and caution in view of the plain 
lessons of past negotiations, and yet 
it is impossible to say how far they 
ore likely to form a reasonable endur- 
ing settlement. It is noted with pleas- 
ure that during every stage of the 
negotiations the Imperial Government 
has consulted Canada and Newfound- 
land on every point. The most serious 
consideration has, of course, been given 
to the views of the colonies and a con- 
ciliatory attitude which has been 
manifested on all sides. It is held in 
official quarters that the present ne- 
gotiations to amend the draft treaties 
have a far better prospect of success 
than those of the past. The hope is 
generally expressed that a modus 
vlveudi he reached on the Mexican 
Light and Power dispute as the long 
drawn out contest Is doing no good to 
Canadian Interests generally. 

A NEW POINT. 

Bystander, in tile Toronto Sun, re- 
ferring to the availability of Hindus 
for the British Columbia labor market, 
asks if the Dominion could afford to 
have one of its provinces Hooded by an 
alien population and still be represent- 
ed in tlie parliament and policy of the 
Dominion. This is a new point and a 
very Important one. and we venture to 
think that it will Impress itself very 
strongly upon people in the Bast, who 
take the trouble to think about the 
Oriental question In any other light 
than as a football between political 
parties. Just at this particular date 
the Oriental question Is not at all 
acute, and, in view of the recent asser- 
tion by the people of British Columbia 
of their views upon It, there is hap- 
pily no reason to suppose that It will 
become acute at an early day; but 
there are some people in the east, who 
think wo out here are little else than 
barbarians because we do not open our 
arms to Orientals, receive them like 
men and brothers and then proceed to 
make Christians out of them. They toll 
us that we are a misguided and pre- 
judiced lot, who are more or less of a 
disgrace to civilization. Especially Is 
this true of a section of the press which 
claims to be devoted to religion. Then 
there are others, who think we would 
all throw up our hats for Oriental im- 
migration if we were not tyrannized 
over by the labor unions. By and bye 
these good people will understand the 
Situation better. Suppose we opoued 
the door and let Asiatics conn in as 
fust as they would like to. The result, 
would he a rapid increase of the popu- 
lation, and of course, an increase in 
our parliamentary representation; but 



not ono of the Orientals would have a 
right to a vote. This is a condition of 
things which would not bo tolerated in 
a British community, and the people 
of the, East may make up their minds 
that the people of British Columbia 
will not stand for one minute for the 
enfranchisement of Orientals. By- 
stander has raised a point that will set 
a lot of people thinking. 

BRITAIN NOT EFFETE. 

Some timo ago, in discussing the re- 
lations of Canada and the Mother 
Country, we said that It was quite as 
Important for Canadians to learn more 
of the United Kingdom as it was for 
the people of the United Kingdom to 
learn more about us. Mr. Lemieux has 
returned from his trip across the At- 
lantic and he has been talking to the 
Montreal Witness about some of the 
things he learned. The Witness thus 
reports him: 

If we all could only realize the tre- 
mendous influenci- exercised by Britain 
commercially, financially and political- 
ly, we would never hear any more 
about the decadence of the British 
Islands. I have had a better oppor- 
tunity of judging this time than over 
before, and I am not afraid to state, 
fully realizing the meaning of my 
words, that Britain rules the world. As 
Illustrations of the power of Great 
Britain, he referred to the pre-eminent 
position she had taken in European 
diplomacy during the recent stirring 
events in which the Great Powers were 
concerned. 

King Edward, Mr. Lemieux desig- 
nated as the first diplomat of his 
country, while lor the leading states- 
men he had nothing but praise. 

What a great deal we have to learn 
from them, he said, in the discussion 
of our public matters. Ministers and 
incmbors of the Opposlton meet at 
social gatherings and discuss public 
matters in the most harmonious way, 
and cabinet ministers talk of their 
measures in a somi-confldentlal man- 
ner with their most pronounced poli- 
tical adversaries without a moment's 
hesitation, so high is the personal 
honor of these respective leaders and 
statesmen of the United Kingdom. 

It is good to read this. Wo read so 
much about the wonderful greatness 
of our southern neighbors, and of tho 
tremendous Influence of Germany, that 
it is a good thing to learn something 
about the senior partner In the British 
Empire. Unfortunately for the de- 
velopment of a correct idea in Canada 
of the condition of things in the United 
Kingdom, at a time when an effort Is 
being made by the Canadian press to 
promote a better understanding among 
the people here, the British press has 
gone mad with partlzanshlp. 

What Mr. Lemieux has said about 
the relatons between public men in the 
United Kingdom might with advant- 
age be considered in Canada. There 
is too much bitterness in our politics, 
that is too much personal bitterness. 
We carry our differences into social 
life, and permit them to influence us in 
business life. They are almost sure 
to crop up when any occasion arises 
for united action in any public Inter- 
est. Wo might with great advantage 
take a leaf out of tho British book In 
this regard. That we must expect dif- 
ferences of opinion on political ques- 
tions may be taken as a matter of 
course; but these differences ought 
never to extend beyond the political 
arena. 



Speaking of weather, the members of 
the Prairie Club must have been In fine 
fettle yesterday.

This year, on the occasion of the 
150th anniversary of the hero's birth, 
a national memorial to General Wolfe, 
at his birthplace, is to be organized, 
the movement having been Initiated in 
London. The event is one which will 
prove of special interest to Canadians. 



Mayor Hall suggests :i Hoard of 
Control In connection witli the man- 
agement of municipal affairs. The 
Idea is one to which practical effect 
can hardly be given Immediately, but 
we are sure it will commend itself to 
the serious consideration of the elec- 
torate during the ensuing few months. 



The sailing of the steamer Lonsdale 
yesterday morning with a large con- 
signment of grain for Mexico is an 
event of first importance in connection 
with tho development of British Colum- 
bia coast ports. It. marks the begin- 
ning of a commercial movement which 
is likely to assume large dimensions. 



In all quarters yesterday much sat- 
isfaction was expressed at the atti- 
tude of the Colonist on the matter of 
the necessity for government aid in 
connection with the Tasse scheme for 
the beautillcatlon of Victoria. The 
question Is one upon which there can 
be no two opinions amongst the people 
of this city. 



Mr. Joseph Mnrtln announces that 
It is true that he is going to England, 
but that he does not intend to enter 
politics there. We do not doubt I hat 
this is Mr. Martin's present intention, 
but It is impossible to Imagine such an 
old warhorse remaining quiescent 
when the din of political battle re- 
sounds throughout the land. 

It has now been formally announced 
In militia general orders that Major- 
Gencral Sir Percy N. Lake, Inspector- 
general, "whoso term of service in the 
Canadian militia has been extended for 



a period of two years, is to be in ad- 
dition chief military adviser to the 
Minister of Militia, with a seat ex- 
offlcio on the. Militia Council." 

Very great Interest attaches just 
now to the opinions of scientists who 
have made a study of earthquakes. 
Prof. Souss, tho eminent geologist, ac- 
cording to a Vienna dispatch, Is of the 
opinion that tho earth's crust is gradu- 
ally shrinking everywhere, but that tho 
lift: of the human species will be too 
short to make tho phenomenon Im- 
portant for mankind. 



We must congratulate Hon. Dr. 
Young, Minister of Education, upon 
tho evidence which he Is furnishing 
that he Is Imbued with progressive 
ideas in the administration of his Im- 
portant department. The latest an- 
nouncement to the effect that he will 
introduce a Bill providing for the 
medical inspection of 'school children, 
will, we are sure, be. hailed with satis- 
faction throughout the entire province. 
The local authorities in Victoria have 
for some time been enforcing such a 
regulation. 

Through the medium of wireless 
telegraphy It Is hoped to be able to 
forecast weather conditions on the At- 
lantic ocean much more accurately 
than ever before. A special London 
cable reads; "In connection with an 
International system of wireless me- 
teorological reports, Canadian Pacific, 
Dominion and Allan, amongst other 
Atlantic lines, will send the meteoro- 
logical office reports of weather on the 
Atlantic for a period beginning Feb. 1. 
It Is hoped valuable data will be ob- 
tained." 

Even the Toronto Globe stands 
aghast at the marvellous manner in 
which Canada is growing at the pres- 
ent time. Listen: "Lesser Slave 
Lake! A very few years ago that was 
a mere geographical phrase. There it 
was on the map, but It was as unde- 
fined as the Mountains of the Moon 
which appeared in the mysterious 
heart of Africa. And now we have 
a despatch narrating the formation of 
a Liberal association there on the 27th 
Inst., appearing in the Toronto papers 
of tho 28th. Tho world do move." 



We should like to see more represen- 
tative citizens offering themselves for 
munlcpal honors at the approachng 
elections. If there are any who are 
considering the matter they ought not 
to hesitate to decide in the affirma- 
tive, for we are sure their advent into 
the Held would be heartily welcomed 
by the electorate. In respect to repre- 
sentation on the School Board, it is 
particularly necessary that more can- 
didates should offer themselves. There 
Is yet ample time before nomination 
day for new men to enter the lists. 

It would be Interesting if some of 
the candidates for municipal honors 
would take occasion to explain just 
what Is meant when a Board of Con- 
trol Is spoken of. The term of itself 
means nothing at all. There Is a 
Board of Control in Toronto; there is 
one in Winnipeg. Perhaps they are 
similar. We do not know and probably 
only a very few of the people of the 
city know what either of them Is like. 
We are told that the question is to be 
left to the incoming council. But what 
is the question that is to be left? Let 
us have some light on the subject. 

We fancy that public opinion 
throughout Canada will be pretty gen- 
erally in accord with tho sentiments 
expressed by the Hamilton Spectator 
In the following paragraph: "If Br. 
Seath, superintendent of education, is 
correctly reported, the new Ontario 
school readers will follow the old 
English style of spoiling, the letter 
"u" being added in such words as 
labor and honor. Add to this a 
continuation of tho present school 
spelling of wagon with two "g's" and 
several other similar oddities, that 
now appear, not forgetting that the 
proper spelling of jail is gaol, and we 
will have school readers 111 to rank as 
orthographic curios, entirely out of 
touch witli the accepted spelling usage 
In Canadian business and social life." 

In connection with the deliberations 
of tin- House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee now engaged at Washington 
In the task of framing a revised 
tariff bill, it is interesting to note 
that a West Virginia coal company 
has entered a strong protest against 
the free entry of coal, unless a similar 
concession Is obtained from Canada 
claiming that Canada derives five 
times as much revenue from its im- 
portations of American bituminous 
coal as that received by the United 
States from Its Importations of Can- 
adian coal, although It Is claimed 
there were Jive times as much Am- 
erican coal sold in Canada as there 
was Canadian coal sold in the United 
States during 1907. 



Announcement Is made that for this 
year there will be an election of 
Rhodes scholars In Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand, New- 
foundland, Jamaica and Bermuda; live 
German scholars also will he nomin- 
ated by the Emperor of Germany. The 
qualifying examination will he held, 
where necessary, in January, 1009, tho 
election of scholars completed by April 
1, 1900, and the elected scholars go 
into residence in October of the same 
year. The examination for the 
scholarships open for 1010, both for 
the United States and for the colonies 
to which they are assigned will take 
place next October. The election of 
.scholars will be completed by January 
1010, and the elected scholars will go 
into residence In October, 1010.

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MOTE AND COMMENT 

Here Is a very Interesting desevlp 
tlon of Regglo (called Roggio di Cal 
;\bria), totally destroyed in the terrible 
earthquake which have devastated 
southern Italy; 

Reggie is one of the oldest settle 
nionts in Italy ami was known In 
antiquity, when ,its name was Rlic 
slum. It was originally an Kuboean 
colony and was peopled in B.C. 723 by 
fugitive Messinians. It rose to great 
prosperity in tho old' days, but suf- 
fered from war and in 387 was cap 
tared by Dibhysiu's' I., ' of Syracuse, 
and destroyed. It was again captured 
In 270 by the Komuns and It again 
suffered tho same fate In the 
.Middle ages. Tutlla the Goth, cap- 
tured it in 5-iS, the Saracens did like 
wise In 91S, the Pleuns in 1005, Robert 
Oulscard in UlfiO and the Turks in 155 
and again in 1597. In ttie great earth 
quake of 1733 the town was almost 
entirely rebuilt and it presented u 
more modern aspect than some of the 
other towns and had wide, streets, 
which were studded with, numerous 
handsome villas. rteggio was tho 
Jiome of a beautiful cathedral, which 
dated from tho 17th century, and it 
possessed numerous other handsome 
buildings, among them the Capella del 
Sacramento, highly decorated with 
colored marble; the Strada delle Cas- 
erme and adjacent to it the Civic 
Museum, contained a line collection of 
•terra cottas, lamps, statuettes and 
vases, including very antique speci- 
mens and native examples with 
curious ornamentation and numerous 
other works of art. Above the cathe- 
dral and back stood the eastello. Iti 
the Piazza adjoining the railway sta- 
tion stood a line statue of Garibaldi. 
Another popular square was that of 
tho Piazzo Vittorio Emanuole, whore 
the band often played and which was 
further embellished by a statute of 
Italia. The Strada Heggio Camp!, 
which ran along the heights behind the 
town, was considered a line promenade 
and gave one of the finest views of 
the environs and Sicilllan coast to be 
obtained anywhere. Regglo is distant 
from Messina about G'i miles. Prob- 
ably the most beautiful feature of 
Reggio to the tourist lay back of tho 
town, where the forest called Aspro- 
monte rose In imposing fashion. It 
was there in the vicinity of Regglo 
that Garibaldi was wounded arid 
taken prisoner by the Italian troops 
under Pallavicini, on Aug. 29, 18G2. 
The ascent of this mountain forest 
took about nino hours and when gain- 
ed, especially In moonlight, gave a 
commanding view of tho sea, tho is- 
lands and Sicily. 

Many in this province will read 
with pleasure the following from the 
Canadian Gazette, of London, Eng., 
referring as it does to a popular C.P.R. 
official who formerly resided here; 

Brown, who is succeed- 
ing Mr. Allan Cameron as general 
traffic agent to tho Canadian Pacific 
railway company in Europe, in conse- 
quence of tho hitter's promotion to 
Njw Tork, is one of the most popular 
men in the C.P.R. His cheery optim- 
ism is thoroughly typical of Canada, 
and his extensive knowledge of every 
phase of tho system will make him a 
most useful acquisition to the Europ- 
ean organization. Mr. Brown was at 
one time district passenger agent at 
Vancouver, and thus knows the con- 
ditions of the Pacillc service very In- 
timately. He was also superintendent 
of dining and sleeping cars for a time, 
and has traveled over every mile of 
tho road. The enormous success of 
the Atlantic service is due in no small 
degree to the magnetic personality of 
this energetic ofllclal whose tall bur- 
ly figure Is so well known In the 
board of trade offices In Montreal, 
where the C.P.R. steamship ofllces 
aro located. He will follow a most 
popular and efficient official in Mr. 
Cameron. All who aro associated on 
the European side of the Atlantic 
ocean will extend him a hearty wel- 
come.

We prefer; however, to lake it as 
a serious essay In what may lie called 
the art of constitutional . fiction — the 
art which represents every innovation 
as the orderly development of some 
pre-existing form and the rule of the 
Sovereign as a consistent and orderly 
progress, Regarded in this light, the 
Sultan's speech may be accepted as 
one more illustration of the wonderful 
smoothness of this bloodless revolu- 
tion. 

Tho special correspondent of the 
Morning Post in Dublin says: With 
regard to the differences between Mr. 
Swift MacNeill and the Morning Post, 
I have seen several leaders of the Im- 
perial Heme Rule association here, and 
the following is the exact statement 
of the secretary, who may be taken as 
representing tho others: "I think too 
much Is made of differences and too 
little of tho common aim, which Is the 
federation of the United Kingdom.

'It will be the final 
Cobdenlto attempt to meet the vast 
national expenditure entailed by 
modern necessities and modern dan- 
gers.

Tho Chancellor has himself airily talk- 
ed of "robbing the roosts," and from 
the speeches of Ministers It may be 
gathered that his Baffles enterprise 
will include high licensing duties and 
a land tax and a graduated Income- 
tax, Everybody la to be taxed — ex- 
cept the foreigner — and the rich arc 
to be taxed with Socialistic thorough- 
ness. The Government Is apparently 
accepting the Communistic theory that 
to be prosperous is to be an enemy of 
the people, and that to save money is 
an offence calling for condign punish- 
ment.

Panics of the Past. 

In order to show them that their re- 
cent financial depression was not so 
bad as it might have been tho people 
of hte United States are being told 
about other troubles in tho past half 
century. A particularly readable 
article Is contributed by Mr. Louis 
Windmuller, a Now York merchant, to 
the "Forum." In 1857 Mr. Windmuller 
went through his first panic, but hav- 
ing been "under fire" in tho failuro 
of tho Ohio Life Insurance nnd Trust 
Co., he drew in current bills some 
money from a Williamsburg bank and 
$100 in gold from the Bank of Now 
York, so that when, subsequently, al- 
most every financial institution this 
side of the Rockies closed its doors, 
the writer could play chess in his of- 
fice with his clerk, while the distracted 
neighbors chased the fleeing shadows 
of ephemeral bankers.'' 

In 1S57 wampum had been discarded 
and clearing house certificates had not 
been Invented. Coin was scarce, nnd 
the circulating medium consisted of 
bank notes, some issued under a guar- 
anty of a safety fund held by various 
states, and some were issued by what 
were called "free banks." The former 
passed at their face value, hut tho 
notes of the free banks, sometimes 
called "wildcats," were discounted at 
from \i- to 10 per cent. The. possibility 
of having to casli these notes never 
troubled the mind of some of tlie 
hauliers, who stamped the now bills 
"Payable at President's counter," and 
set them In circulation. Mr. Wind- 
muller relates that a New York broker 
who had become "loaded" witli the 
hills of one of these free banks sent a 
clerk with a satchel full of the green- 
backs to the Illinois town whence they 
had been issued. He found tlie hank 
In a log cabin on a prairie road, its 
only occupant n "cashier." This ofll- 
clal examined the notes, but expressed 
his profound regret at being unable to 
to cash them, tho president having 
gone to Chicago, taking with him tho 
cash box. 

Institutions of tills sort had been 
Wiped out when tho depression of 1360- 
1 descended on tho land. This was 
caused by the attempted secession of 
the Southern States. Tlie merchants of 
the South had always been "slow 
pay," though generally honorable in 
their dealings, but in 1R00 thoy came 
to consider tho payment of Northern 
creditors treasonable, If the Northern- 
ers happened to be abolitionists. They 
therefore shut down on tlioni, and 
brought, ruin to many a Northern mer- 
chant, Occasionally, however, a North- 
erner was more fortunate tlinn ho 
could have expected at tho time, us 
the following incident proves;.

As money was 
unobtainable, he took rosin, cotton or 
any commodity he could get instead, 
and, by a sloop chartered at Wilming- 
ton, N. Ci lie consigned this merchan- 
dise to New York, with instructions to 
store on arrival. After the Southern 
claims were thus secured this ardent 
patriot stumped tlie Carollnas and 
Georgia for freedom, until lie was 
himself deprived of It. Mistaken for 
a Northern spy, he lingered for some 
time in .Southern dungeons. When 
llnnlly liberated he returned to New 
York and found his Wilmington cargo 
in his Brooklyn warehouse. Tho rosin 
ho accepted for $1 was worth $40, 
while Sea Island cotton, which cost 
him 12 cents, was worth !I0 cents a 
pound. Although these prices were 
paid in depreciated money, the small 
cargo realized a large fortune. 

War was "hell" for merchants as 
well as soldiers nnd their families, and 
at one time a third of the commercial 
buildings on Lower Broadway, in New 
York City, were to let, although the 
prediction made when Fort Sumter 
surrendered, namely, that "grass would 
grow in Wall street," was not fulfilled. 
The next great crisis came in 1893, 
and was caused by the withdrawal of 
foreign capital, which had become 
scared by the agitation for free silver. 
The incident, that precipitated tho 
crash was tho exposure of the fraud 
connected with tho Old Conlugo Com- 
pany. The managers of this concern 
hod Incorporated at fictitious values 
one ropo walk after another, Of the 
millions ostensibly paid to control the 
market, a slight portion was allotted 
for dividends to establish a fictitious 
market for tho stocks. AVhat became 
of tho rest of the money nobody ever 
discovered. Industries began to tum- 
ble, ant! Mr. Windmuller relates that 
one day, having boon Invited by a 
wealthy friend to lunch at the law? 
ycra' club, he found him pressed for 



margins ho could not furnish, "He 
received numerous messages through 
the club's waiters before tho roast was 
served, and was harrasscd by a call to 
the phone sifter every glass of wine 
we raised to our lips. 

Some bankers adopted original me- 
thods to restore "confidence" to 
alarmed depositors. A German brush - 
maker drew $500 from a bank that was 
shaky, and safe deposit vaults being 
unknown, hid tho money Under his 
bed. Whereupon the banker organ- 
ized a "fake" burglary, but tho Ger- 
man was found on guard with a re- 
volver. He sat up till morning, and 
then, still carrying his revolver, re- 
turned tho money to the enterprising 
banker. Keen brokers watched tho 
hoarders drawing this money from tho 
hunks, and, following them homo, In- 
duced them to part with their sav- 
ings, In consideration of a premium. 
Some employers paid these sharks as 
much us 4 per, cent, premium for their 
padrollH. When tho premium dwind- 
led and finally disappeared, many 
brokers lost, morn than they had pre- 
viously gained. Speaking of the 
troubles that began in 11)07, and 
which, it is hoped, arc now about over, 
Mr. Windmuller remarks: 

"The paucity of commercial failures 
In the face of compulsory retrench- 
ment has demonstrated that American 
merchants who confine themselves to 
legitlmato business arc worthy of 
confidence Of tho security which the 
Now York Clearing House accepted 
during the panic for certificates more 
than 70 per cent, consisted of com- 
mercial paper, which was all paid na 
It matured." !*?

Those residents ol' Victoria West 
who came in contact with the youths 
while they were thus engaged or who 
afterwards heard of their exploits arc- 
somewhat worried. They state that, 
although heretofore they have not been 
so open In the pursuit of this danger- 
ous form of recreation, they havo been 
Indulging with more or less regularity. 
On that account there is some fear 
that they will do serious damage to 
property and even to human life If al- 
lowed to continue without Interference. 
The hope is expressed, therefore, that 
the authorities will take action that 
will prevent similar expeditions and 
shooting bees In the future.

In any event under tho act he was on- 
titled to a grant only to the land ho 
had actually improved, and not to 
the ItiO acres granted. 

Upon resuming in the afternoon Mr. 
Luxton submitted that the Settlers' 
Rights Act was ultra vires for reas- 
ons which had not been raised In the 
Macgregor case, which was decided by 
tho Privy Council. His point was that 
the E. & N. ruilway was a Dominion 
road as the legislation and Its charters 
showed, that the land in question had 
been given in consideration of tho 
construction and operation of the road, 
and that the Provincial government 
had no power to take awuy any part 
of this consideration. 

Judge Clement: "The weakness of 
that point appears to bo that the Privy 
Council has declared the Settlers 
night's Act to be intra vires of the 
Provincial Legislature." 

Mr. Luxton said that did not matter 
as this was a new point not before the 
Privy Council, and ho went on to 
quote the Railway Act as showing that 
any railroad which connected with or 
crossed a Dominion road was itself a 
i Dominion road. Judge Irving appear- 
j ed doubtful whether a ferry was a eon- 
i nection within the meaning of tho act, 
but counsel contended that it was. 

It being then 4 p.m. and very cold,

The deliberations of the full court 
were Impeded yesterday by the cold- 
ness of the rooms. The heating ap- 
paratus of the courthouse la either 
sadly deficient or very badly managed, 
for on cold rays, especially when the 
wind Is from the north, the third floor 
is rarely sufficiently warm for com- 
fort during a prolonged session. When 
the full court convened yesterday 
morning the thermometer in the room 
stood at 11) deg., and at 12.30, a con- 
venient opportunity occurring, Mr. 
Justice Irving adjourned t|e court till 
2, when they met in the Assize Court. 
This was somewhat warmer but still 
much too cold and the judges, whose 
bench is at a distance from tho radi- 
ators, were considerably inconven- 
ienced until the court rose again at 
•1 p. rn. 

The case argued yesterday was that 
of tile E. & N. vs Flddlck, an appeal 
from the chief Justice. It was com- 
menced In Vancouver and the argu- 
ments of E. V. Bodwell, K. C, and A. 
V. Luxton, K. C, for the appelant* 
took all day and it is unlikely that 
It will be concluded before this even- 
ing, if then. Among the new points 
raised by Mr. Bodwell was the in- 
tention that the grants Issued by vir- 
tue of the Settlers RlghU Act, and In 
particular the grant in question, were 
not issued by the executive, and that 
the Issuance was not an executive act. 
He read from the evidence of W. S. 
Gore, former deputy commissioner of 
lands and works, who testified that it 
was not the practice for such grants 
to go before the executive, and that 
as for as he knew the Fiddick grant 
had not been sent to the cabinet for 
consideration. 

L. G. McPhllllps, IC. C, who, with 
E. E. Wootton, is appearing for the 
defendant objected to this line of ar- 
1 gurnent -saying that such a point 
should not be raised for the first time 
before a court of appeal as he had no 
opportunity to rebut It. Alio lie con- 
sidered it irrelevant in any case. Mr. 
Dodwell said he had raised tho point 
at the trial, though he had not elab- 
orated upon It, and that .Mr. McPhll- 
llps had then objected that It had not 
been pleaded.

The editor of the Paris Appeal writes 
of the new times and manners:

Clear Enunciation, 

Xow and then we find a reader or 
speaker whose perfect modulation and 
unpretentious but absolutely correct 
and clear enunciation afford to tho 
hearer an unspeakable delight. In such 
a case we find every letter, syllable, 
word and pause accorded Us own 
exact function. When there is added 
to this quality the gift of interpreta- 
tion, the dramatic touch which in- 
stinct and training combine to afford, 
the artistic and literary Illumination 
which is necessary in rendering in 
public a good selection of prose or 
poetry, then we get a fresh revelation 
of the beauty, the melody and the 
power of our English speech. But to 
accomplish such a task one must mas- 
ter it. That art, however, is worth 
mastering. It Is worth while, if need 
he, to repeat the simple vowel and 
consonantal sounds thousands of tlme.a 
to put oneself in training, to practice 
reading aloud, to heed criticism, to 
study one's own utterances, to use 
tho phonograph in order to find oat 
one's own faults in this respect, to 
undertake long processes of self-cul- 
ture in order to master this one fun- 
damental thing — the art of enunciat- 
ing clearly, correctly and resonantly 
when speaking In public. 

In this particular respect the man 
wdiose mouth Is muffled with a bristl- 
ing moustache is handicapped. Ac- 
tors know better than to cultivate an 
overhanging bushy growth about tho 
mouth. They understand, what all 
speakers should know, that the motion 
of the Hps and the expression and 
play of the facial muscles round about 
them, noted by tho eye of the rhe'aror, 
are Important aids to those who listen. 
In every audience there are people 
who, being slightly or seriously hard 
of hearing, depend on the motion* of 



the speaker's Hps as an essential aid 
In apprehending his message. A 
closely clipped moustache does not 
hinder In this regard, but a bushy 
beard, concealing the lips, should never 
be worn by those whose vocation re- 
quires them to speak in public. John 
B. Gough's versatility enabled him to 
overcome this handicap of a full beard 
but those who have not his genius may 
well avail themselves of the help to 
distinct utterance found In a neatly 
trimmed moustache or a clean upper 
lip. 

There are. others who arc impeded so 
far as clear enunciation is concerned 
by a thick, slovenly and sometimes 
abnormally rapid utterance. They 
speak with impeded articulation — as 
though their mouths were filled with 
hot mush. Unless there is some hid- 
den deformity hi the vocal organs, this 
habit results from condemnablo — to 
use. no stronger abjective — careless- 
ness. Tho preacher who is guilty in 
this respect is without excuse. If he 
begins In a low tone, which has no 
force and no carrying power in it, he 
deserves castigation. He lacks, at the 
outset, what is at the basis of effec- 
tive public speaking— -the intent to be 
heard. College presidents and profes- 
sors, accustomed to using a low tone, 
of voice suitable for a class-room, are 
often transgressors In this regard, fall- 
ing to put into their voices any carry- 
ing force when they come before a 
congregation. Every preacher,. at the 
opening of the service, before ho has 
even announced a hymn or made a 
brief Invocation, should have in mind 
tho people who sit in the last row of 
seats. If, without straining, lie will . 
simply make his first utterances so as 
to reach them, everybody In tho houso 
will hear. Tho text and the open- 
ing sentences are often lost to an audi- 
ence because of tho indistinct and 
slovenly way In which they aro 
spoken. The use of a little will power 
and of a distinct utterance and tho 
purposeful sending of tho voice, in a, 
carrying tone without any straining, 
forth into the congregation, will assuro 
this needful and worthy end — that 
everybody will hear what Is said. — 
New York Christian Advocate.

Willi a good cargo, over 5,000 Ions 
of general freight- Including cotton, 
machinery and general cargo, and a 
amall complement of passengers, the 
Japanese steamer Iyo Maru, of the 
Nippon Yuson Kalshu, sailed from the 
outer wharf yesterday afternoon for 
the far cast. The steamer look G.G44 
bales of cot dm. and she had a big 
shipment of Halt herring. 

The steamer Kaga Maru, nf the Nlp- 
pon Kalshu, ami the big French liner 
Cor.se, of the Chargeurs Reunls, are 
both due from Yokohama, the French 
vessel completing Iter long voyage 
from Havre and way ports, and the 
Kaga Maru coming from Hongkong 
by way of the usual ports of call. The 
Empress off Japan and the Weir steam- 
er Kumorlc are also on the way from 
Yokohama, the white liner of the ('.

The decision of the Russian court of 
appeal presided over by the minister 
of marine rejecting the appeal of the 
owners of the British steamer Ohl- 
bamia and the Standard Oil company 
against the decision of the prize court 
of Libau condemning the steamer as 
a prize of war recalled to one of the 
officers of the steamer lyo Maru, of 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha. which was 
at the outer wharf yesterday, on Iter 
way to China, an interesting story of 
how a Japanese who found the Old- 
hamia derelict claimed her us treasure 
trove. The Oldhamia, bound from 
Hongkong to Japan, with kerosene, 
wus captured off the Island of For- 
mosa in May, 11)05, by the Russian 
cruiser Oleg, one of the ships of Ad- 
miral Rojestventsky's ill-fated squad- 
ron, then steaming north to where 
Admiral Togo waited for the iieet in 
the Straits of Tsushima. The Oleg, be- 
ing required for the prospective strug- 
gle With the Japanese fleet, put a 
prize crew on the Oldhamia and or- 
dered her to Vladivostok. The. prize 
crew fell in with the Japanese and 
in their effort to escape, the Oldhamia 
was stranded on Urup island, where 
she took Are and burned. She was 
stated to have been without lights and 
without bills of lading or manifest on 
board when she wus captured. 

The Oldhamia was abandoned on 
Urup island and to her went a Japan- 
ese shipmaster, who had learned that 
the derelict was ashore there. He 
took salvage operations and while en- 
gaged In the work Lloyd's laid claim 
to the wreck. The steamer wus dere- 
lict and the Japanese claimed her, and 
is still In possession. How the case 
will be settled is not known. 

The Oldhamia case Is liable to pro- 
voke some Interesting questions re- 
garding the capture of contraband in 
war time. While the case la settled 
as fur us the ordinary processes of law 
are concerned, It is stated that there is 
an Idea of appealing to an interna- 
tional commission. One account of the 
trial says it was maintained, for Rus- 
sia, that kerosene is not naphtha, nor 
contraband of war, whilst on the other 
hand it is maintained that the deci- 
sion may create a precedent for hold- 
ing it to be sn, as it may be used for 
heating portable stoves on the battle- 
field! One may pity those who have 
to eat food cooked there by means of 
kerosene, but nothing is too absurd 
for prize courts and international 
lawyers. For instance. though the 
proprietors of the cargo are refused 
any compensation for its burning, they 
arc authorized to receive compensation 
for 200 empty boxes.

Work Begun to Construct Big 
Dock at Bremerton Navy 
Yard 



The largest drydoek In the United 
States is being built on Puget Sound, 
the llrst shovel of dirt being turned at 
Bremerton naval yard amid much re- 
joicing on Monday. 

The dimensions of the new drydoek 
in feet are to be as follows: 

Length of dock on centre line out- 
side of coping. 803; length of dock on 
inside of coping. S20; length of dock 
on Poor from head to outer sill, 770; 
length of dock on Boor from head to 
abutment. 725; width In body of dock 
at coping, 135; width between faces of 
altars at sill level, 90; width between 
faces of lowest altars, 84; width of en- 
trance at coping level, 115; width of 
entrance at level of mean high water. 
115; depth on centre line from coping 
level to lloor, 47; depth coping level 
to sill of dock. 45; mean high water 
level to sill of dock, 38. 

Congress tool; up the matter of es- 
tablishing a drydoek on Puget Sound 
us early as June 20, 100G, when the 
sum of $100,000 was appropriated to 
begin the work. This amount was in- 
creased to $300, 000 on March 2. 1007, 
and the last Congress appropriated 
$100,000 more. Bids were opened for 
the construction nf the dock on July 
27, 1007. F. MoLellan, of Seattle, sub- 
mitted the lowest bid, but it was found 
that the dock" could not be constructed 
for the money that congress had decid- 
ed to spend. After alterations were 
made in the plans, bids were opened 
on July 10. 1008. and c. J. Ericson, of 
Scuttle, was the lowest bidder, his bid 
being $1.1150,000. 

Mr. Erickson received the contract 
early last month and ut once began to 
assemble machinery. The new dock 
Is lo be located 400 feet west of the 
present one, and Is the second of four 
docks planned for this yard.

CRITICAL PERIOD NEAR 

FOR SAILING SHIPS 



General Impression That Situation is 
Forcing Trade From Windjam- 
mers to Tramp Steamers 

When the wheat vessels now under 
Charter on this coast are sent to sea 
it Is expected that the present grain 

season will hat nded. An occasional 

ship may bo taken at low rates, but 
there will be little demand for grain 
carriers. Several sailing ship- will 
remain Idle on the Sound until the 
opening of the next grain season. 

Not much sail tonnage is bound for 
this coast, owners hesitating to dis- 
patch their vessels here because of the 
poor demand during the last year. Re- 
ports from the United Kingdom are 
that it is becoming more difficult lo 
charter sailing vessels, owners appear- 
ing unwilling to send their ships to 
sea except at almost prohibitive rates. 
The general opinion is that this condi- 
tion will drive business to trump 
steamers, which have already usurped 
much cargo that heretofore was almost 
entirely sent In sail. Experts predict 
that if this policy continues the sail- 
ing ship Industry is destined to soon 
enter upon the most critical stage of 
Its existence. 

The weekly freight circular of the 
mil I p Owners' Association of the Pa- 
cific Const notes no change In rates, 
although since the week previous the 
minimum quotation of $0 from Puget 



sound, Grays Hurbor, Willapa Harbor 
and Columbia River to the Hawaiian 
Islands, Quaymas and Santa Bosulia 
has been withdrawn. Practically all 
of the charters to these ports are be- 
ing done at private, terms. 

During the last week the association 
announces eight charters, with one ex- 
ception all being to domestic ports. All 
these vessels have been fixed at asso- 
ciation rates, except the schooner A. 
J. West, which was taken on private 
terms, Grays Hurbor to Santa Rosalia. 
Showing the strength of the demand 
for tonnage, the, steamer Aurelia Is 
getting J4, Grays Harbor to San Fran- 
cisco, which is 25 cents above the as- 
sociation's minimum.

E. B. Marvin, of the Victoria Sealing 
Company, Will Not Return to 
This Coast 



Advices from Halifax state that the 
sealing schooner li. B. Marvin, sent 
east with the Florence M. Smith three 
years ago to hunt at the (.'ape Horn 
sealing grounds has been sold to a 
linn at Richmond. Cape Breton. The 
B. B. Marvin was formerly the schooner 
Mollio Adams and was one of two 
schooners brought from Gloucester by 
Capt. Sol Jacobs, who pluced them In 
the halibut fishing trade. Capt. Jacobs 
did not prosper, however, and the 
schooners were sold to Victorians, and 
the Mollie Adams re-christened after 
the senior member of the well known 
ship-chandlery Hrm of E. B. Marvin & 
Company, of this city, became a sealer. 
She was one of the first of the vessels 
to be seized in 1801 when the United 
States begun the seizures which after- 
wards cost the government of that 
country $425,000. The E. B. Marvin 
was seized by the r.S.S. Richard Rush 
and turned over to II. M.S. Nymphe, 
which ordered her to Victoria.

The new battleship of the Dread- 
nought type, to be laid down at Ports- 

| mouth early this month, while compels" 
ing all the features- and latest 1m- 

i provements of her class, will be larger 
than either of her predecessors, having 
a total displacement of 20,250 tons, as 

I compared with the 19.250 tons of the 
St. Vincent recently launched, the 18,- 
(100 tons of the Bollerophone now com- 
pleting for commission, and the 17,000 
tuns of the Dreadnought. 

The new ship, which is apparently to 
he named the Neptune, instead of 
Foudroyant, as originally announced, 
will be 510 ft. In length and SO feet 
wide, or ten feet longer and two feet 
wider than the St. Vincent; while her 
engines, which will be on the turbine 
principle, as in all the Dreadnoughts, 
are designed to develop 25,000 horse- 
power. This again will be an advance 
of horse power over the St. Vincent 
and Colllngwood, though the contract 
speed of 21 knots Is the same. Her 
armament will be similar to that of 
her predecessors, namely, ten 12-inch 
guns of latest types, mounted in 
couples in five barbettes, three for- 
ward and two on the centre line aft. 
that most astern being lised to higher 
level to facilitate firing when all the 
guns are engaged. Jt Is understood 
that the secondary armament will be 
similar to that of the St. Vincent, but 
that there will be improvements In ar- 
mour protection and also in defensive 
precautions against torpedo attack. 
Qualities of material for the new 
ship arc being accumulated in the 
workshops, and the cessel Is to be 
built under normal conditions, but 
ready for commission within two years. 



During the lust year it has been ru- 
mored that the Compagnie Generale 
Transalantique of France would place 
one or more steamers on the St. T.nw- 
renco route, and now H. Cenln. Cana- 
dian agent for the company, declares, 
according .to advices from Montreal, 
that it bus been. decided thati four ves- 
sels of that line .shall run tuj.Montreal, 
the vessels being the Chicago, La Gas- 
cogne, La Touralne and Ba Bretagne.

EIGHT LOST WHEN 

STEAMER WENT DOWN 



Swedish Steamship Lindholmen Lost 
After Collision in the English 
Channel Recently 



As the result of a collision off the 
East Goodwins in the early hours of 
morning, the Swedish steamer Lind- 
holmen was lost and eight of her crew 
were drowned, two others being seri- 
ously injured, according to mail ad- 
vices from England. Seven of the sur- 
vivors were brought into Dover, later 
'in the day by the colliding- vessel, the 
German steamer Freiderilce ' Mullor. 
The eighth man wus picked up by u 
pussing English steamer. 

The first Intimation of the disaster 
reached Dover when the Freiderlke 
Muller. which belongs to Stettin, and 
was bound from Newcastle to Naples, 
with conl, arrived, anil reported that 
she had been in collision witli the 
Lindholmen, bound from Swansea t-> 
[Jddcvalla, with a cargo of coals, and 
that the latter vessel sank In two min- 
utes, taking down with her eight of 
her cn-w, which numbered in all six- 
teen hands. The Krlcderlke Mullcr's 
bows were damaged, but she was not 
making water. The weather was clear 
at the time of the accident, but the 
morning was very dark.

The -steamer City of Puebla of the 
Pacific Coast Steamship company ar- 
rived last night from San Francisco. 

The Karachi Port Trust has in hand 
a comprehensive scheme to extend the 
facilities of the harbor, making it lar- 
ger und better adapted to present ar.d 
future needs. At present steumers are 
berthed along one side only of an open 
channel. The ten berths available in 
the past are in course of extension and 
fifteen will before very long be pro- 
vided, each being 550 feet in length. 

The Argentine government has intro- 
duced a bill into the chamber for re- 
stricting the coasting trade (hitherto 
open to all flags) to national vessels 
carrying crows of at least one-third 
Argentine subpects and an Argentine 
captain. Further, It. Is proposed to 
grant subsidies up to $1100,000 per an- 
num for not more than ten years for 
such of these coasting vessels as may 
extend their voyages to Patugonian, 
Chilian or Brazilian ports. Premiums 
up to 10. per cent, of the value art also 
to be granted for new vessels built in 
home yards. 

A case Illustrating the necessity of 
captains navigating along the, coast of 
France making themselves acquainted 
with the positions of the oyster beds 
und fishing grounds of various kinds 
in those waters (of which there are 
many) has just been nettled by the 
Cour du Cassation, It wus an appeal 
against a Judgment pronounced by the 
Douai Tribunal The particulars of 
Die ease, shortly stated, were that the 
British tank steamer Luciline 
grounded off Dunkirk, and In order to 
lighten Irer, S00 tons of petroleum were 
pumped overboard. This caused ilum- 
uge to the oyster beds in the vicinity 
and the owners of the beds sued the 
shipowners lor compensation. The 
Douai Court held that the ship was 
responsible for the dam.age, and stat- 
ed, in Its judgment, that, according to 
the evidence, Die steamer touched 
ground gradually and without the 
exercise of force majoure, and, the 
weather being tine at the time, site 
could have well waited for the next 
Hood tide, or oven a later one. Further 
(the judgment said) the captain made 
no attempt to put the cargo Into light- 
ers, and even if it were granted that 
he knew nothing of the near proximity 
of the oyster beds in question, he ought 
to have known that there were such 
beds in the vicinity of the French ports, 
or at any rate he could have obtained 
such information from Die pilot. 
Through neglect of the simplest pre- 
cautlons, therefore, he had rendered 
! himself liable for the damage. On the 
other hand, the owners of the oyster 
beds could not be charged with neglect, 
seeing that it was not In their power 
to prevent the contamination of the 
water over the oeds. This judgment, 
us above stated, was confirmed by the 
Cour do Cassation, to which the ship- 
owners appealed. 

U. S. SAVINGS BANKS. 

What the Statistics of the Past Year 
Show in Regard to Them 

In most of Die. Eastern and New 
England states the laws regarding 
the investment at savings bank funds 
are very strict. ..It is thought highly 
improper to havQ.ntih.em go into loans 
and discounts, such as ordinary com- 
mercial banks pub .their money Into. 
Another Idea they have In that part 
of the United States is that the 
ordinary bunks must not on any ac- 
count be permitted to. "accept the class 
of deposits commonly known as sav- 
ings accounts. 

In the West and South Ideas of a 
somewhat different kind prevail, and 
the ' commercial banks are seen more 
frequently engaging in savings hunk 
business. 

Some interesting statistics of the 
.swings banks across', the line have 
just recently been.. made public, from 
which it appears.ftiat during the year 
to Jiine 30, 1908, there occurred a de- 
crease in deposits similar In nature 
to the decrease In "deposits payable 
after notice" reported by the Can- 
adian chartered banks for the same 
period. 

According to the figures given out 
by the Comptroller of the Currency, 
the total deposits of the savings banks 
in Die United States, as at June ISO, 
1008, were $3,660,653,946. In 1007, on 
the same date the total was $3,690.- 
078,!I54. Though the aggregate fell 
nearly $30,000,000 during the year, it 
Stands ahead of 1!)06 by the respect- 
able amount of SITS. 000, 000. 

The number nf savings banks is 
given as 1,453, an increase of over 38 
over 1007, and of 134 over 190ti. These 
1,453 savings banks do not, however, 
hold the whoie amount of savings de- 
posits mentioned above. To make up 
that total the deposits In the savings 
departments of commercial bunks in 
Illinois — chiefly m the city of Chicago 
— were included. 

The savings bunks proper ure very 
largely concentrated in three states. 
Massachusetts has 1S9. New York 137. 
and Iowa 571; the three have 807, or 
over GO per cent, of the total number. 
Tin- New England states, along with 
New York and Iowa, have 1,103, or SO 
per cent, of the total. 

The total number of depositors is 
given as 8,705,848, us against S.uSS.Sll 
In 1907 and the average balance per 
depositor is said to have fallen from 
$429.64 in 1007 to $420.47 In 1908. 

Some books of statistics which pur- 
port to show comparisons of the 'sav- 
ings funds of the various countries, 
and of the average balance per de- 
positor, quote Canada's balance as to- 
talling some $00.0011,000. This is ar- 
rived at by taking the deposits In the 
post office and Dominion government 
savings hanks, and In Die two sav- 
ings banks of the province of Quebec 
■ — Montreal city and district and the 
Calsse d'Economie. This calculation 
Is, of course, entirely erroneous, ami 
Die accompanying deduction as to the 
nverage balance per depositor has no 
value whatever. The bulk of the sav- 
ings deposits in Canada are carried 
In- the chartered banks under the 
heading "deposits payable after notice 
or on a fixed day." But savings ac- 
counts do not make up the whole to- 
tal carried under that heading. In- 
cluded in it are special deposits and 
large balances belonging to corpora- 
tions and wealthy individuals. 

New York city has quite a number 
of savings banks holding a very large 
aggregate of deposits. So, naturally, 
New fork, state takes the lead In the 
matter of total of savings deposits. It 
was $1,378, 232, 7S0 on June 30th this 
yeur, or considerably over one-third of 
the whole. 

Thanks to Die great wealth of the 
state and to Boston's heavy balances, 
Massachusetts comes second with 
$706,940,596; Illinois follows in third 
place with $181,361,054; Pennsylvania 
is fourth witli SI 00, (138, 070; and Iowa 
fifth with $132,748,558. None of the 
others amount to as much as $100,- 
000,000. 

In addition to the laws regarding in- 
vestment of funds, some, of the states 
provide legislation permitting the sav- 
ings bank's to require notice of with- 
drawal when they wish to do so. Tills 
notice may be 30 days or CO days. 
Though the practice is to pay savings 
bank balancer, on demand in nominal 



times — the same as obtains In Canada 
— the notice stipulation has been put 
In force In tho states on several occa- 
sions in recent years. Of course It 
was applied during last year's panic; 
and served an exceedingly useful pur- 
pose for the banks. By tho time (the 
notice -expired the depositors had come 
out of their panic, and did not wish 
to withdraw nearly so much. 

But, while the exaction of the notice 
saved the banks, lit was a source of 
much inconvenience to the depositors 
— many of whom wished to invest their 
suvlngs In stocks, real estate or in 
some other thing selling at bargain 
prices, for casli onlv. — H. M. P. 
Eckardt, in Montreal Gazette. 
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The Utilization of Waste Heat. 

In commenting on a paper by Mr. 
Charles Merz before the Iron and Steel 
Institute ut Mlddlesborough on "Power 
Supply," Engineering very pertinently 
remarks that "the engineer of the nine- 
teenth century was chiefly concerned 
with the problem of making things work. 
His successor of the twentieth century 
lias also to take seriously into account, 
Will they pay?" The case in point was 
Mr. Morz's attempt at the solution of 
the much-vexed und much-discussed 
problem of Die utilization of waste heat. 
There Is no question, und there bus been 
no question, that in the process of our 
various manufactures enormous quanti- 
ties of valuable heal are wasted. The 
schemes lor utilizing this have been in-! 
numerable and extremely ingenious. The; 
difficulty did not lie so much In the 
capturing of the heat, bill in its dis- 
tribution in Hi e formof power, and In 
Ills paper Mr. Merz tells us how to a 
very grout extent this latter difficulty 
has been overcome in conjunction with 
the North-East Coast power system. The 
question is so largo a one. Involving us 
It does, if carried out to lis logical limit, 
a revolution in our industrial laws and 
methods of manufacture that we can 
only regard It in Its broadest sense as 
lit present not having got beyond the 
range of academical discussion. Here we 
have merely to deal with its practical 
application as far as this has been pos- 
sible' In individual instances. There 
have been many schemes for the util- 
ization of waste heat from blast fur- 
nace's and coke ovens, and under certain 
conditions some of these- have been suc- 
cessfully upplied In utilizing the guses for 
motive power. But the principle, ns ex- 
plained by Mr. Merz, has been carried 
further than anywhere else by the elec- 
tric supply system on Die North-East 
Coast, where already some 15,000 elec- 
tric h. p.. is being produced from wuste 
heat and sold to the power companies 
by the people who produce It. The solu- 
tion of the problem lies in tho co-opera- 
tion of the wuste heat owners und the 
electric power companies. The waste 
hcnl Is sold to tho electric company, 
who convert it into power on the spot. 
This power passes through the electric 
cables which permeate the district, und 
thus it happens that the actual man 
who originally owned the heat which has 
been going to waste buys buck from tho 
company the produce of tho heat he 
generates. The satisfactory working of 
this scheme on u comparatively small 
scale Is the strongest argument In favor 
of the granting of statutory power to 
big electric companies. It Is only by 
such companies, working on a colossal 
scale, that we can hope to obtain elec- 
tricity ut a reasonable rate, more partic- 
ularly as It is only such companies that 
can efficiently utilize wuste beat. Again, 
such an arrangement bus the advantuge 
that there are the whole of the resources 
of the power company to full buck upon 
In the event of the supply of wuste heat 
at any one station failing. If the wnsto 
heat utilization plant Is an isolated stu- 
tion It must shut down concurrently 
with the works productlng the heat, or 
be equipped with coal-fired stand-by 
machinery. On the other band, as a unit 
In the more comprehensive scheme, Its 
temporary loss can be made up by the 
plant la the other stations.

Both figuratively and literally the 
campaign meeting held last evening by 
W. C. Stewart, aldcrmuulc candidate 
for ward one, in the assembly hall of 
the North Ward school, was a decided 
frost. In a temperature which rivalled 
that of the outside, thirty electors 
shivered through a whole hour as tho 
speakers in one breath condemned the 
present civic methods and condoled 
with their hearers on the frigid condi- 
tions. In a characteristic speech, Mr. 
Stewart made his appeal for tho sup- 
port of tho electors at tho same time 
taking occasion to point out that only 
the absence of chimneys in the school 
had prevented him improving atmos- 
pheric conditions by the erection of 
stoves. A solitary radiator at the rear 
of tlio platform gave forth Its small 
quota of heat. Tho balance of tho 
warmth was supplied by the candidate, 
who livened matters up by one of his 
typical election speeches. 

A. J. Morley and .7. H. Todd also 
spoke briefly the former extending an 
invitation to all to attend the meeting 
on Thursday evening In the AHctorla 
theatre when he promised there would 
be some "disclosures," while the latter 
Confined himself to decrying present 
school board methods which had re- 
sulted in such a state of temperature 
in tin' North Ward school that yester- 
day morning some of the classes had 
to be dismissed. Mr. Todd quoted 
figures showing the temperature in the 
various school rooms at noon yester- 
day after the children had been dis- 
missed, but these records evidently 
failed to appreciably reduce; lust 
night's frigidity. 

Joseph Pelrson officiated as chair- 
man and prior to the meeting and dur- 
ing its progress violin spins were ac- 
ceptably rendered by Miss Lawrence. 
Tho tlectors were slow in arriving and 
prior to the meeting Mr. Morley held a 
small levee at the rear of the hall. 
Other Candidates Mising. 
Mr. Pelrson opened the meeting by 
extending hospitality to those present 
In the shape of permission to keep on 
their hats and winter garments, at tho 
same time deploring the absence of the 
other aldermanic candidates, whom he 
stated must be either too cowardly or 
too discourteous not to have accepted 
Mr. Stewart's invitation to attend the 
meeting. He declared that while Mr. 
Stewart might be somewhat boisterous 
in attitude he was a man who would 
"get there," and who was the proper 
Individual to represent the ward. Mr. 
Pelrson criticized present methods of 
assessment and declared that proper 
methods In the civic administration 
would result In an annual saving of 
from $8,000 t, $10,000. Proper organi- 
zation and proper management was 
what is wanted in civic government. 
He also criticized tho former council 
for its action in. sending abroad for 
experts, such as in the case of the wa- 
ter question, when men fully qualified 
could have boon secured at home. If 
experts could not be secured here then 
the city should have made it worth 
their while to como here and locate. 
Mr. Pelrson referred to the disenfran- 
chiscment of men over 50 years of age, 
declaring that the act had'beten tinker- 
ed with for a purpose, and pointing to 
himself as cn c who bnd been "Osler- 
Ized" by the provincial legislature. 
Cold Pedal Extremities. 
J. H. Todd admitted that he had cold 
feet, but literally and in no figurative 
sense. He wanted to get after some 
of the school trustees and in doing so 
quoted some figures which he said he 
had secured that day at noon. His 
children, who attend the North Ward 
school, had come home from school 
because tlio schoolrooms wero so cold 
that they could not remain. Several 
of the? classes had been dismissed. He 
had gone to tho school and taken the 
temperatures in the various rooms. 
This was what he found: In one room 
the temperature was -18, in another 44, 
in another 48, in still another 36, while 
one room showed 34, the average fnr 
the ten class rooms being 45.7 de- 
grees. He doubted if such a record 
could be found in any city which pre- 
tended to be at all up-to-date. Ab- 
solute want of management on tin; part 
of tho school board was the reason for 
such a state of affairs declared Mr. 
Todd, who also commented on the 
dirty walls of tho school, particularly 
the hallway, which, he averred, had 
not been whitewashed or kalsomined 
in fifteen years. 
"God made tho country, 
Man made the town — and the trus- 
tees made tho schools" 
quoted Mr. Todd amid laughter, while 
Mr. Morley helped out the quotation 
by the injunction "Go for them." 
Musio Helped Some 
A Highland quickstep on the violin 
helped matters out somewhat and cold 
feet were stamped vigorously upon the 



floor In an effort to warm up, tho 
temperature being lifted somewhat by 
Mr. Stewart who launched forth, in 
characteristic attitude and manner, on 
an appeal for support from tho elec- 
tors of "Ward one. He declared he 
would not ask for tho "job" if ho did 
not think he could fill it. Ho had, ho 
stated, heard some of the smartest 
men in civic affairs from Montreal and 
Vancouver and .he had jotted down 
their very brightest ideas. But ho be- 
lieved he could "trot them all a heat." 

"When a fellow wants a job, you 
bet he'H got to reach out for It." Mr. 
Stewart said, at tho same time de- 
claring that "them roads Is fierce." 
What ward one needs, he averred, is 
more sewers and ho promised, if 
elected, to win back from tho other 
wards what has been spent un them 
for the past five years, declaring that 
too much money is being spent in 
"them Chlneso gardens behind the 
Fairfield estate." 

"Now, they're chewing tho rag about 
that dog bylaw. Great Scott! I'm a 
bit of a vet and I guess I know that if 
you keep a dog tied up all day he'll 
get hydrophobia. It's the worst thing 
I've ever seen. But I'm going to get 
In nil right. If I don't, I'll sleep just 
as easy on tho night of. the 11th as 
ever I did." 

Mr. Stewart criticized the policy of 
the council In making the roadways 
in local Improvement work, too nar- 
row, and expressed the believed that 
$7,fi00 was too much money to give to 
tho Tourist association, though ho 
would favor $3,000 a year, and explained 
that he had Intended putting up two 
stoves In the hall to heat the place 
but he fould that there were no chim- 
ney holes. He admitted it was' cold 
but lie was glad to see them all. 

Mr. Stewart declared that the city 
is reeking In vice. Everyone knows it. 
The liquor business must also bo

Jack Frost continued to make his 
presence felt in Victoria yesterday 
as well as along the Pacific Coast as 
far sou til as Portland and while the 
temperature moderated somewhat to- 
wards noon, the biting wind from tho 
northeast continued to blow steadily. 
The cold snap, while not greeted witli 
any degree of hilarity on the part of 
Victorians, lias served as a gentle re- 
minder of just how favorable winter 
conditions are here compared with 
elsewhere, and few smilinglv endured 
the quick change confident that it will 
last but a short time while in other 
sections of the country similar con- 
ditions are the rule at this time of 
the year.

Tho council of the Board of Trade 
met yesterday morning, tho president 
Mr. Simon Leiser, in the chair, and 
present Messrs. J. A. Mara, D. It. Ker, 
T. W. Patterson, Richard Hall, C. H. 
Lugrin, C F. Todd, and the secretary. 
A letter wes read from the B. C. Fruit 
Growers' association, accepting tho 
Board's kind invitation to hold their 
annual meeting upon the 29th, Instant 
in tlio Board rooms. Mr. J: O. Mc- 
Leod, the P. O. Mail Inspector, wrote 
advising the board that ho . had arr 
ranged, for the forwarding of tho 
Comox mails, which reach Nanaimo 
upon Saturday by the afternoon train 
for this city, if that is possible, and 
otherwise on Sunday morning's train. 
The board's attention was particularly 
called to tho number of clauses which 
are Inserted by shippers in their bills 
of lading, for the express purpose ap- 
parently of so reducing their liability 
for loss and damage to goods in 
transit that they become altogether 
or practically altogether freed from 
such claims, while reference was also 
made In this communication to legis- 
lation which had been enacted by the 
sister Commonwealth of Australia, 
having for its object the nullification 
of these objectionable clauses, in ref- 
erence to all goods which are destined 
for Australian points. 

Reference was further made to 
the bill, which was during tho past 
session introduced into the senate of 
Canada, at Ottawa and was drawn 
upon similar lines, and the board was 
urged to use every possible dellgence 
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during tiie day though workmen 
were sent out to repair the breaks. The 
electric power servlco suii'ered fre- 
quent but siioi I intcrrupt'nnn on Mon- 
day night, but last evening no trouble 
was experienced.

"In the first place, searchers after 
antique Oriental rugs should remember 
that all the Important pieces were long 
ago locked up In tlio museums and pal- 
aces of tlio old world. Tho few pieces 
that are offered for salo from time to 
tlmo fetcli such high prices that only 
multi-millionaires can afford them, 
small antique Circassian, Anatolian anil 
Mossoul rugs from twenty-five to two 
hundred years old aro still to be had 
if one is ablo to pay tho price, but 
most of the so-called antique rugs have 
had only the first glare of newness worn 
off, and less than ten years havo passed 
since they left the hand or the weaver. 

"They should also remember that 
there are moro rugs of high quality be- 
ing woven than ever before. Tho finest 
rugs in tho warld are being woven in 
Persia. For centuries Persian rugs havo 
been the pride of tho Shah. Tho pres- 
ent ruler, besides bestowing orders and 
honorable rewards upon successful rug 
makers, inflicts the most severe punish- 
ment for the use of aniline dyes or any- 
thing calculated to bring Persian rugs 
into disrepute. 

"The finest large rugs are woven in 
northwestern Persia, and are marketed 
mostlv at Tabriz. The price of these 
rugs is from ?3 to $10 a square foot. 
For durability they are unsurpassed. 
The pattnrns are brilliantly harmonious, 
and usually have a medallion in the 
contre on an ivory field with the corners 
of the field and the borders overrun by 
exquisitely fine floral designs. The col- 
ors are delicate pinks, greens and blues.' 

"The famo of the Kcrman rug is duo 
in part to the high quality of the Her- 
man wool. Today tlio patterns are most- 
ly floral, with birds and flowers shown 
In relief. The warp Is usually of cotton 
and the filling of wool with short nap 
and fine weave. While tho colors aro 
delicate, they are at tlio same time ex- 
ceedingly rich and soft. In large sizes 
Kermans sell at from $4 to $15 a square 
foot. 

"Bokhara rugs are made in Russia, 
and for the last few years have been 
very popular with the American who 
can afford medium priced rugs. Those 
of medium si/.o sell from $2 to $5 a 
square foot and are worth every penny 
of it. The web is entirely of wool and 
frequently extends three or more inches 
beyond the pile at the ends Where It is 
finished with long fringe. The wool s 
of the highest quality and the pile is 
very short. 

"Another popular rug that is of Rus- 
sian make is tho Samarkand. These 
rugs are almost exclusively Chinese in 
pattern, and or. t*™ often appear Chin- 
ese pheasants or dragons. ieiiu«- !c *!>« 
dominant color, with reds and blues that 
form superb contrasts and harmonies. 
Tho web is usually of cotton and tho 
weave moderately line. A good quality 
sells for about $2 a square foot. 

"It Is particularly easy for the Inex- 
perienced buyer to go wrong in select- 
ing silk, rugs, as there are so many 
mercerized and wood silk Imitations on 
tiie market. Many of these are not even 
hand-knotted. These imitations are 
never durable and seldom handsome. 
Persinn silk rugs, frequently with silk 
web, bring from %'f to $60 a foot, ac- 
cording to fineness, weight, and size. 

"Persons who want the soft colors of 
tho real antique Oriental rugs may ap- 
proximate thorn by getting washed rugs. 
Now there aro washed rugs and washed 
rugs. Washing rugs Is a process that 
requires skill and experience of the 
highest type and has been brought to 
great perfection in tills country. It 
not only grays or softens the colors, 
but It removes surplus color and sets 
tho rest. 

"After washing vegetable colors are 
there to stay. If people only knew that 
proper washing is a legitimate form of 
finishing a rug they would be glad to 
pay the I extra price that a well- 
washed rug costs instead of bunting 
around in dirty side street shops and It- 
inerant uuctlon rooms among badly 
washed and second-class stock. Good 
washing costs from 5 cents to $1 a 
squaro foot, but a good average in 12% 
cents a foot. Tho inexperienced pur- 
chaser runs the risk of getting rugs that 
havo been injured in washing.

"Aniline dyed rugs aro seldom washed, 
because no method lias been discovered 
for 'antiquing' them successfully. Thero 
seems to be a general idea floating 
around that aniline dyes will rub off 
with a wet handkerchief. I havo seen 
would-be rug purchasers surreptitiously 
moisten a corner of their handkerchief 
and scrub a rug with it. Now the truth 
of the matter is that aniline dyes are 
comparatively fast, while many vegeta- 
ble dyes run when water Is applied. 
Rokharas. for instance, 'bleed like stuck 
pigs.' To prevent them from running 
they must be carefully washed. 

"When selecting a fine rug tho first 
requisite is life. When you stroke tho 
back of a well-kept cat the touch of 
the fur sends electric thrills through 
your fingers, and in cold, dry weather 
if you rub against the nap the actual 
sparks will fly. This Is one of the most 
important tests of the quality of a rug. 
the feeling of electric smoothness should 
result from rubbing with the nap, and 
of spirited remonstrance from rubbing 
against it. This is, however, no test 
for the age of a rug. That can only 
be gained by experlenco and love of 
rugs."

Johannesburg, Jun. r>. — A year ago 
it was Impossible to noat any sort of 
speculation on tho Rand. Today the. 
peeople arc eager to put money into 
anything and everything, and Johnn- 
liesburg shows symptoms of a severe 
attack of booming. 

The boom came in silently. No one 
noted Its arrival. But suddenly It was 
noticed that stockbrokers, who used lu 
walk Into town every morning (for ex- 
orcise) were beginning to ride In tram- 
way cars, and that some reckless indi- 
viduals occasionally took a cab. And 
ut last the boom was officially recog- 
nized. It appeared on the contents bill 
of the newspapers. The share market 
report, which lor months had languish- 
ed on some obscure page, was once 
more given a place among the cable 
news and tho "horrors." The theatres 
became crowded, the popping of cham- 
pagne corks sounded in hotels which 
had become accustomed to serving six- 
penny beers Instead of shilling whis- 
kies, In some cases debts were paid— 
this evidence of returning prosperity la, 
however, not as yet very noticeable. 

But It Is quite like old times again. 
The Stock Exchange is once more full 
of life and noise. The talk of shut- 
ting It up or running It as a club has 
subsided. Back subscriptions are be- 
ing paid up; office rent long In nrrcar 
is forthcoming. Retrenched clerks are 
drifting back to their old work, and 
the excited groups in the street out- 
side sometimes remind one of tho old 
days. 

Johannesburg has thrown itself into 
(he new gamble with enthusiasm. Even 
Did stocks which one thought dead and 
burled have come In ilfo. Scrip which 
has lain at the bottom of trunks for 
years, looked upon almost as so much 
waste paper, has suddenly become 
worth bringing into daylight. Indeed, 
numbers of people have bought up all 
tho Cheap stuff they could lay their 
hands on. In the belief that it will go 
up with a run and prove salable. 

It Is a curious thing about Johannes- 
burg that a? soon as there is the least 
indication of a boom there Is plenty 
of money available for market opera- 
tions. Where It conies from no ono 
knows, but men who have not paid any- 
one for years suddenly begin to dabble 
lu the share market. Perhaps much of 
It comes from tho country districts of 
South Africa. In rural Cape Colony 
In particular there is believed to be a 
great deal of hoarded gold. Oudtshorn 
Is said to be ono of the most prosper- 
ous towns in South Africa, and some 
of the farmers in the district are cred- 
ited with making $200,000 or $250,000 
a year out of ostrich feathers. Wheth- 
er these stories are exaggerated one 
cannot say, but there must be a great 
deal of money laid away in the sub- 
continent. At lust there is a dispo- 
sition to employ this wealth. Much 
of it Is going into tho shuro market, 
and it may be that this was the ori- 
gin of the boom. 

Moreover, there Is a spirit of con- 
fidence abroad. The gold ouiput goes 
up and working costs go down. Divi- 
dends are increasing. Dc Beers have 
started to work full time again— an In- 
dication that the slump In diamonds 
will soon be over. Everyone believes 
that South Africa's good days are com- 
ing back. The lean years have been 
long but the turn of the fat years Is 
at hand: The're is to he a boom in 
South Africa as well as In the sharo 
market. 



Sent to Prison. 

New York, Jan. 5, — For his part In 
tho despatching of the steamer Golds- 
boro to Honduras last spring; with 
380,000 worth of goods said to have 
boon obtained under false pretences, 
Wilburt W. Bailey, formerly secretary 
and treasurer of the defunct Export 
Shipping company of this city, today 
was sentenced to state's prison for not 
less than four years and six months 
and not more than six years and eight 
months. 



New Alaska Diggings. 
Seattle, Jan. 5. — That an important 
strike lias recently been made near 
Fort Gibbon at tho confluence of tho 
Yukon and Xanana rivers, and a stam- 
pede already taken place to the new 
diggings, Is the news Just brought to 
Seattle by Father Crlmont, Catholic 
bishop of Alaska. Tho strike was 
made by Minook, the Indian who first 
discovered gold on the ereek which 
bears Mi name, and is now the chief 
producer of the Rampart district. 
Father Crlmont places the new field 
at a distance of about ten or twenty 
miles from Fort Gibbon.

BUY CAMEL MEAT 

Algerian Butchers Supply Paris 
Market. With Unique Brand 
of Food 



Paris, Jan. 5.— Camel meat has 
just been authorized for sale on the 
Paris food market. 

A firm of Algerian butchers has 
Kigned a contract for supplying regu- 
larly one of the chief purveyors of the 
Capital. Camel meat Is described, as 
excellent; that of the young camel as 
palatable as veal. The hump Is the 
part most prized; and the head makes 
a very good dish served with vinai- 
grette sauce. 

With this month the autumn dishes 
are all in vogue. Oyster merchants are 
up in arms against a drastic set of 
new police regulations aimed at secur- 
ing the wholesomoness of their wares. 
No salt that has been used for cover- 
ing fish may be afterwards used on 
oysters, nor may the water in which 
fish has been kept be used in cleaning 
thorn. They must not be washed 
overnight if they have been opened 
but carefully covered. 

A gourmet writes that the oyster 
ought to be alive at the moment one 
proceeds to eat it. Its flesh should 
shrink and curl when a drop of lemon 
is squeezed on it, otherwise it Is dead 
and ought to bo left alone. Its gur- | 
gling quiver as it passes the back i 
of the palate is its Inst dying agony. 

Frenchmen are notoriously fond of | 
snails cooked in rich, peppery sauce. | 
Now they are claiming the protection 
of tho game laws for their favorite, j 
which it appears was a dish much 
enjoyed in the days of Cicero. The ! 
Council General of the French Depart- 
ment Cote d'Or has passed resolu- 
tion claiming protection against its 
extinction. A law must be passed, 
they have decided, classing snails as 
game, which from April 15, till July 
15, should not be destroyed, hunted 
or disturbed during their breeding 
season. 



London, Jan. 5. — Some remarkable 
experiments to show that It is not 
only possible but practicable to cook 
meat and vegetables without pots, 
pans, or utensils of any kind were 
carried out at a camp of the 
Legion of Frontiersmen near Croy- 
don. At seven o'clock In the even- 
ing officers and men were served with 
a meal consisting of duck, pork, pota- 
toes, onions, cabbuges, and brood. In 
the process of cooking no utensil of 
any kind was used. 

Mr. Roger Pocock, the founder of 
the legion, who superintended the ex- 
periments, said: "In many parts of 
the world cooking is done without 
utensils, and l want to show that this 
is possible- whenever men are on a 
campaign. Not only does such a 
method obviate the necessity of carry- 
ing a lot of cooking kit, but the food 
is much more palatable." 

Saturday's meal was prepared in the 
following way: A large hole was dug 
In tire ground, and at the bottom a 
number of stones were placed. A wood 
(ire was then made In the hole, and af- 
ter the lire had burnt for about an 
hour the embers were removed and a 
quantity of water poured over the 
hot stones, on which the joint was 
placed, surrounded by potatoes and 
onions. The cabbage formed a layer 
on top of the meat, and over the whole 
was placed a damp cloth. A sack 
was stretched across the hole to pre- 
vent dirt entering, and the hole was 
then filled with earth. The water 
which had been poured lu produced 
steam, and after the joint had been 
left for about an hour and a half it 
was ready to be eaten. It was cooked 
to perfection, and the potatoes and 
cabbages were also culinary triumphs. 
Among those who were present and 
partook of this earth-cooked meal 
were Frontiersmen from Yukon (Can*- 
ada), Zululand and New Zealand. 



The Sultan's Chief Assassin 

Zia Bey, formerly the head of tho 
Sultan's secret police, who lied Turkey 
when the new order gained control, 
was In New York for a few days re- 
cently, and told In an Evening Post , 
Interview how lie was advanced from 
obscure Tartar origin to become tho 
Prefect of Police In Constantinople, | 
and then to the Yildlz Kiosk to deal I 
with the secrets of tho government. I 
Ills story was at once denied by the 
Turkish representatives in the United 
States, but later despatches from Lou- ! 
don confirmed his Identity. He said j 
of Abdul Ham Id: 

"Sultan Humid iH an Intelligent man 
but, suspicious, selfish, cruel, and cor- j 
nipt His face Is imposing, but cow- | 
nrdico and fear is .constantly in his 
eyes. ' It will make the boldest man 
shudder to see the padlshah pass by, 
bent, trembling, looking to everything 
and everybody. 

"Whatever happened in the palace 
and in the einjplre^ was done by his 
order. Of course Ministers around 
him were accomplices. Fcrlk Pasha, 



tho Grand Vizier, Saraskar (Comman- 
der-General), Blza Pasha, Izzct Pasha 
and Faim Pasha, all of them men of ob- 
scure origin and not real Turks, join- 
ed hand-in -hand for wholesale murder 
and atrocities." 

Of his own career lie remarked: — 
"I was the head spy, next to Faim 
Pasha, who was executed after I es- 
caped, and whose body was thrown to 
tho dogs in the streets. My duty was 
to receive reports from the spy lieu- 
tenants and turn them over to the 
Sultan. Abdul Humid, from morning 
to late night, passed his time in read- 
ing these reports. Then the master 
would call me In and order mo to do 
away with the man who was reported 
being mixed in a revolutionary plot. 
Then the man was brought to Yildlz. 
Seldom were any questions put to him. 
He was shot, or thrown into the Sea 
of Marmora with an iron ring tied to 
his feet. His property was confiscated 
and divided among the palace officials. 
In fact such booty went mostly to 
Faim Pasha or myself. 

"Faim Pasiia was my superior in the 
matter which you call old regime. He 
was tho arch terror of the land. 

"Ono day Faim Pasha walked Into 
an Armenian diamond dealer's shop 
and selected gems worth at least one 
hundred thousand dollars, and told the 
dealer that they were to be taken to 
the palace for the Sultan. The gems 
were neither paid for nor returned to 
the merchant; Instead the man was 
beaten and threatened with a long 
term of Imprisonment. 

"To arrest Innocent Individuals In 
order to extort money from their 
wealthy relatives was a common trick. 
The Armenian massacres were all pre- 
meditated, plotted and carried out by 
the officers at Yildlz with the consent 
of Abdul Hamld to enable Nazim and 
Izzet Pashas to make fortunes. 

"In 1S95, when Nazim Pasha was the 
head of the police and I was the Pre- 
fect In Constantinople, the Armenian 
revolutionary demonstration was plan- 
ned at the police headquarters. Sls- 
llan and Stephan Mel Ik, two promin- 
ent members of the Armenian Hin- 
chaklst Committee, with Nazim Pasha, 
aiumgcd the whole affair, and when 
the demonstration took place at Babali 
thousands of Armenians were mas- 
sacred. For years the Armenian 
patriots couldn't understand why this 
demonstration had been made, and 
how it had been known to Nazim 
Pasha weeks before 

"The same methods were followed 
in 189C when the Armenian Droshak- 
ists entered tho Ottoman Bank with 
bombs. AVeeks before that Nazim 
Pasna, Makslmoff, the llrst drago- 
man of the Russian Embassy, and 
Behus, the editor of The Moniteur 
Oriental— a spy for the Russian gov- 
ernment in Constantinople — had 
known what was to happen. Wo 
itnew where the bombs were, who the 
parties were and what the result 
would be. The demonstrators were 
protected and sent over to Europe, 
while 25,000 Armenians were murdered 
In the streets of Constantinople. Na- 
zim Pasha made a fortune out of all 
these organized massacres. They ter- 
rorized Sultan Hamld, who was always 
ready to sacrifice everything for his 
personal safety. Nazim Pasha or Izzet 
Pasha would go to him and whisper 
in his ear of new Armenian con- 
spiracies, nnd receive huge sums to 
suppress them. Each conspiracy was 
a fiction, and the money went into 
their pockets. 

"Abdul ordered the massacres, hut 
ho was ignorant of the fact that his 
own men had organized tho revolu- 
tionary demonstrations. 

"Kyrat nnd Tajlouman, two Turkish 



papers published abroad, were distri- 
buted openly among tho Moslems to 
lnc|r,e ( ' their fanaticism against tho Ar- 
menians and other Christians. In the 
meanwhile Armenian publications 
which were antagonistic to the Turks 
were left to be freely distributed. 

"For years this state of affairs went 
on til' the present change. But I have 
no confidence in Young Turks and 
Sultan Abdul Hamld, who has respect 
for nothing but his person, soon will 
re-establish the old regime."

CONSOLIDATED GAS 
LEADS MARKET DOWN 

Effect of Court Judgment and 
Expected .Government 
Action 



New York, Jan. 5. — The professional 
view of the weakness that developed In 
the stock market today was that It was 
hugely due to the sympathetic effect 
of the collapse In Consolidated Gas, 
which proceeded today only less vio- 
lently than yesterday. 

The money market Is steadily grow- 
ing- easier. The Consolidated Gas de- 
cision undoubtedly has had a bad ef- 
fect on the speculative confidence en- 
gendered by the assumption that gov- 
ernmental activities were to move in 
future in favor of consumers. The 
adoption by the United States senate

'ay the attorney-general sanctioning the 
purchase of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company by the United States 
j government was thus dwelt upon.

I Hon of more meat packing houses had 
j been resumed. So was the taking of 
oral testimony in the government's suit 
I to dissolve the llarrlman railroad mer-

dated Gas, who were unwilling to sell

The First Cheap Watch. 

In a small country town in Connecti- 
cut lived a cobbler. Ho was a poor 
man, and a peculiar one. The boys 
called him a "gene," and some thought 
him crazy, but ho kept on In the 
life and thinking his own thoughts. 
One of these thoughts was that ho 
could make a watch that would have 
only three wheels. 

A watchmaker out of a job heard of 
the cobbler, and called, at his little 
shop. This was the beginning of tho 
famous Waterbury watch, which was 
the llrst cheap watch to be manufac- 
tured. It is now a thing of the past; 
but Its cheap price and its remarkably 
long "wind" (it was a stem winder) 
were known round the world. 

The Waterbury was named for the 
town where it was made. It had 
more than the three wheels that the 
cobbler had planned; but the little old 
shoemaker's Idea was the original 
germ from which was evolved the suc- 
cessful cheap watch. 

Having got the idea, the purchaser 
of the cobbler's right found that the 
llrst difficulty In his path was lack of 
money. He looked about for a man 
with money enought to lend him to 
render the financial Aid without which 
no first step could be taken. He was 
found, because it was a Yankee with 
an indomitable will that was looking 
lor him. 

"How much money will it take and 
how long a time do you want before 
you can begin to make your watches 
In sulliclent quantities to make the 
thing a success?" he Inquired. 

"I will be frank with you," replied 
the inventor. "It will require twenty- 
live thousand dollars, and I shall need 
eight months for preparation." 

"Go ahead," said the daring capi- 
talist. '4 

He wont ahead. He mot unexpected 
difficulties, and had spent two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars and 
used up twenty-eight months before he 
turned out -a single watch. ■ • But -the- 
capitalist never faltered. Then the 
factory, for which every piece of' ma- 
chinery had to he Invented and spe- 
cially made, turned out its llrst thous- 
and watches. 

Not one of them would go. Among 
other things, it was found that the 
sheets of brass out of which* were 
stamped the wheels of the watch, had 
a grain somewhat like wood. The 
■wheels cut out round and would not 
stay round. 

This difficulty being remedied, a 
second thousand watches wen; made. 
A large number of these went; but 
the percentage of "stoppers" (watches 
that refused to go} was still too large. 

New study, new experiments, how- 
ever finally perfected the cheap little 
timekeepers to the.j point of perfection 
that only about ten per cent, were 
stoppers. The good watches were test- 
ed In six positions; lying on the face, 
on the back, and in four positions on 
the edge. The maker of each part 
stamped his mark on the part he 
made, so that if fault was found in 
that part he must make It right. 

Then came the question of selling 
the watches; and over eight hundred 
thousand dollars was spent in the 
years of its vogue In advertising the 
Waterbury watch. Some of the meth- 
ods used were Interesting. 

A negro minstrel troupe were paid 
to open their show by saying "We 
have come from Waterbury, the land 
of eternal spring," referring to the 
long time required to wind the Water- 
bury watch. 

One day the owner of one of these 
timepieces was winding it on the train. 
Across the aisle a traveler noted that 
his neighbor was winding his watch. 
It caused no thought until a second 
look, and then a third showed the 
winding still under way. Then the 
astonished man spoke. "Excuse me, 
sir, hut are you winding a watch?" 

"Yes," said the winding owner, "and 
I'm tired of It. You wind a while, will 
you?" This led to explanations, and 
resulted In the ordering by the stran- 
ger, who had never before seen a Wat- 
erbury, of fifty thousand watches for 
the use of his business house in Its 
China trade. 

The great business went on, and 
large sums of money were made in it. 
All over tho world people were buying 
these watches, so cheap were they. All 
over the world, people laughed at the 
"long wind." The old backer of the 
enterprise had died; and one of his 
successors felt indignant because his 
son in traveling in some remote part 
of Hungary was asked if the Water- 
bury he came from was the place 
where tin' watch with a long wind 
was made. 

"And," said the man, "I don't want 
the product of my factory laughed 
about all over the earth." But his 
ambition led him to try to make a 
good watch. The new field he soon 
found was by this time occupied by 
most successful competitors, and after 
getting into hopeless indebtedness the 
old Waterbury Watch Company died 
In the. house of those who should have 
been its friends.

Bernaddotte from the rank of an 
officer in Napoleon's army to the 
throne of Sweden. When the offer 
came to him he was a mere half-pay 
lieutenant of hussars in the Austrian 
service, who had never seen any cam- 
paigning in his life, 

Two days after the offer reached 
him he left Vienna— in disguise, it is 
said — and In another two days made 
his entry into Sofia, In the uniform of 
a Bulgarian General. The following 
are the more Important dates hi his 
career: — 

Dec. 15, 18SG.— Invited for election as 
Prince. 

June 12, 1387. — Prince Alexander de- 
clines re-election. 

July 4. 1887. — Sobranje unanimously 
elects Prince I'eridnnnd. 

Aug. 14, 1SS7. — signs constitution. 

Aug. 22, 1887.— Sultan declares li is 
position illegal, 

Feb. 19, 1 890. — Recognized by all the 
powers. 

After Louis XIV. 

Prince Ferdinand has the manners 
of the old school of Princes and pro- 
fesses to take Louis XIV as his model, 
in 1893 he married Princess Marie 
Louis of Parma of the House of Bour- 
bon. She died in 1899, leaving four 
children. When the eldest son, Prince 
Boris, was In 1896, admitted to the 
Orthodox Greek Church — the religion 
of the State — considerable feeling was 
shown in Court circles in Germany 
and Austria. 

Although he has a high sense of 
dignity, Prince Ferdinand lies yet a 
strain of unconventionality in his 
character. When lie was staying at 
Nauhelm some years ago he appeared 
one morning at the railway station 
and asked permission to drive in the 
cab of an engine to Frankfort-on-the 
Main and back. Permission was given 
and when he returned after successful 
accomplishment of his task he was 
greeted vociferously by a crowd of 
people — a lady stepped forward and 
presented him with a bouquet bearing 
the inscription "Bravery," The Prince 
passed the bouquet on to the engine 
driver with the remark "This lady has 
confused you witli me, my friend." 

The story Is told — and it is quite a 
probable one — that on the same even- 
ing the Prince informed a friend that 
the object of his railway ride Was to 
keep his hand in practice, because his 
ability to drive an engine might some 
day he the means of saving his life. A 
sequel to this anecdote is that in re- 
plying to further questions as to the 
possibility of a war with Turkey the 
Prince remarked: "You mean that the 
Turk will prove such a danger to me 
that I shall have to fly on a locomo- 
tive. I am sorry to say that I have 
not a locomotive at hand on which to 
escape from such qnestlons as yours." 

Whatever may be said about his 
character as a political intriguer. 
Prince Ferdinand has proved himself 
a cajiable ruler in trying and always 
dangerous circumstances. There is no 
ruler In Europe whose life has been 
more frequently threatened. Yet he 
has gone on his course, and undoubt- 
edly has done much for the good of 
his people and the benefit of his 
country. He lias built railways and 
increased his army, and, although 
living amongst an Oriental people, has 
surrounded himself with most of the 
luxuries and refinements of the: west. 
In private life he Is devoted to music 
and poetry, and he has written the 
libretto of an opera. Prince Ferdin- 
and has twice visited Great Britain, 
and in March 1905, he was the guest 
of the King as a private and not a 
State visitor. 



Romantic Career of New "Czar" 

A magnificent llgure of a man — tall 
handsome and full of vigor — with a 
bearded face, pale blue eyes, and a 
prominent nose. 

Such is Ferdinand, the new "Czar" 
of the "new" Bulgaria. 

Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha was elected Prince by t He Bul- 
garian Sobranje on July 1, 1S87, there 
weeks after the chivalrous Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg had definitely 
declined re-election. 

He took over a most uneasy herit- 
age and perhaps the most remarkable 
fact in his career is that he Is today 
nlivo to claim the title of Czar of the 
Bulgarians. The grandson of Louis 
Philippe and the son of Prince Aug- 
ustus of Saxe-Coburg, ho is a Bour- 
bon and, through his father, Is relat- 
ed to the royal families of Great 
Britain, Germany, Portugal, Belgium 
and Austria. Born In Vienna In 1861, 
he still wants three years of 50. 

At the time of his election as Prince 
little was known about him, but It 
was said by his enemies that he pos- 
sessed a positive genius for political 
Intrigue, and where his ambitions were 
concerned was not overscrupulous on 
questions of personal honor. Whether 
these estimates of his character are 
correct or not, Prince Ferdinand soon 
proved that he was not a negligible 
factor In the destinies of Bulgaria. 
Always, since his election he has 
aspired to the rank and* dignities of 
King, and to raise his principality to 
the status of an independent kingdom. 

His elevation to tho rank of Prince 
was us romantic an episode in Eu- 
ropean history us that which raised
